The newspaper’s Moscow correspondent, Dev 
Murarka, said the settlement will include some sub¬ 
stantial concessions by the Soviet Union in the Us¬ 
suri River region, the formation of a joint commis¬ 
sion to demarcate the frontier between the two 
countries, and an agreement by China to forego any 
future territorial claims along the frontier. 

Murarka said tie agreement would be signed 
for the Soviet Union by Leonid Hychev, chief Sov¬ 
iet negotiator in the border dispute, and Vasily 
Tolstikov, Soviet ambassador to Peking. 

The newsman did not say when the signing 
would take place or who would sign for the Chin¬ 
ese.

In Cairo, the two countries 
urged the 18-nation Arab 
League to intervene " for a 
speedy settlement of th*e 
border conflict. 

The Egyptian Middle East 
news agency, in a dispatch 
from Sanaa, said South Ye¬ 
meni ground and air forces 
were* continuing their attacks 
Saturday* on the North Yemen 
border town of Qaataba. 

Quoting a military source ir\ 
Sanaa, the agency said 13 ci¬ 
vilians were killed, and many 


others w >unded in the fight¬ 
ing. 

Several houses, a hospital, a 
school and a mosque have 
come under air attack by 
South Yemeni warplanes, the 
agency said. 

Two of the raiding planes 
were shot down by North Ye¬ 
meni forces, and a number of 
South Yemeni tanks and vehi¬ 
cles were damaged, the 
agency said. 

The Iraq news agency, in a 
dispatch from Aden, quoted 
South Yemeni Prime Minister 
Ali Nasser Mohammed as 
saying S >uth Yemeni troops 
were still fighting "other 
troops, which are backed by 
North Yemeni forces.”

Military sources said the 
gun was destroyed by the ex¬ 
plosion but other damage to 
the 17,000-ton ship was mini¬ 
mal and it probably would re¬ 
main on its firing station off 
South Vietnam’s % northern 
coast. Seventh Fleet ships 
have been operating in force 
off the coast since the North 
Vietnamese offensive in South 
Vietnam began March 30. 

Military officials said the 
casualty toll aboard the New¬ 
port News apparently is the 
largest aboard a U.S. naval 
ship since fire swept the air¬ 
craft carrier Forrestal Oh 
July 29, 1967, killing 134 

American^. The. last , similar 
incident aboard a U.S. ship 
occurred Aug. 10 when a five- 
inch gun exploded on the des¬ 
troyer USS Davis, off Viet¬ 
nam, injuring four men.

How many of you criticized their constant 
complaining about officials, their excuses for 
losing. We were different in Russia? 

The display put on by Jean Paul Parise — 
his threatening, stiek-aibove-head move at the 
referee — was hooliganism once removed. 
The childish behaviour of lawyer Allan Eagle- 
son, his gestures to the crowd. There for all 
the world to see. I call It bad manners. I say 
we Insulted our Russian hosts. 

Canadians treated the Russian players 
with respect here In Canada and the Rus¬ 
sians did nothing during their entire stay to 
cause them or us embarrassment. 

THERE IS little doubt we, as a hockey na¬ 
tion, have learned much from the Russians 
about playing the game. Many of their train¬ 
ing methods, many of their ploys, should be 
adapted to our system. The Russians, by the 
same token, undoubtedly picked up things 
from Team Canada that will be advan¬ 
tageous to them. 

But we as a nation can also learn man¬ 
ners from the Russians. We wonder about the 
trend of crime, of people not caring about 

people. Should we not be just as concerned 
about our image in sport? Should we not be 
just as concerned about the hoodlum element 
in sport, be it professional or minor hockey? 
Youngsters are still impressionable. They see 
grown-ups acting the fools, what can you ex¬ 
pect the youngsters to do in similar situa¬ 
tions? 

I may be naive, I may be altruistic. But 
that glorious Hockey victory, accompanied as 
it was by idiotic actions, failed to send me 
into raptures of pure joy . . .

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Britain Wants Controls 


P RIME MINISTER EDWARD HEATH wants to 
follow the example of the United States in at¬ 
tempting to fight inflation with wage and price con¬ 
trols. It is, or should be, a development of interest 
to the government of Canada because in this 
country the cost-of-living index is even more alarm¬ 
ing than in the United Kingdom and unemployment 
more severe. And a despairing public is acutely 
conscious of the need for remedial action. The 
Trudeau administration, however, resists all de¬ 
mands for intervention in the belief that economic 
circumstances, including massive unemployment, 
painful as they are, will ultimately correct the situ¬ 
ation. 

It is a particularly heartless attitude because 
there is no guarantee that however long the experi¬ 
ment is extended it will succeed. On the contrary, it 
is the sort of management that could depressTlhe 
economy into a fatal slough. 

Mr. Heath has proposed what amounts to 
about a $5 a week limit on all wage increases and a 
5 per* cent freeze on rfetail price advances for the 
next 12 months. It would appear a modest mea¬ 
sure. 

Some newspapers, like The Daily Mall of Lon¬ 
don, wholeheartedly approve the plan, calling for 
support from both employers and trade unions, and 
"an attempt to seal a new social contract.” 

The conservatively cautious London Times 
says the proposals are vital to the stabilization of 
the economy, and, “conceivably, even to the future 
of democracy in Britain.” 

Acceptance, argues The Times, would mean 
the worst threat of inflation would be beaten. 

"If the British people cannot see so obviously 
necessary a policy through to success we must all 
be mad,” the paper declaims. 

* But all papers have warned that the trade 
unions would resist Mr. Heath’s suggestion. And, 
two days after it had been made public, the suspi¬ 
cion was verified. The trade unions said no. 

But it was not a final “no.” There is still room 


for discussion, although the militant wing is likely 
to remain adamantly opposed. 

"The men who stand in the way of a solution 
(to the inflation dilemma),” says The Times, "are 
a small group of union militants, who are out to 
exploit the situation in order to win power from the 
moderates, to gain control of the Labor Party, to 
break the Conservative government and, ultimate¬ 
ly, to establish their own authority and way of life 
in Britain.” 

The managing director of the International 
Monetary Fund, Pierre-Paul Schweitzer, has voiced 
strong support for Mr. Heath’s policy. Moreover, 
he recommends it to all major industrial countries. 

Here is the Heath formula: 

The state would pledge to achieve a 5 per cent 
rat# of growth in the national economy for two 
years, with the aim of cutting unemployment, and 
to provide funds for investment and the social ser¬ 
vices. 

Retailers would, pledge themselves to limit 
price increases to 5 per cent. (Producers would set 
a 4 per cent ceiling) ’ 

Labor unions and employers would pledge 
themselves to restrain wage increases to £2 
($4.80) for a normal working week. 

Mr. Heath, like Prime Minister Pierre Tru¬ 
deau, was reluctant to adopt thapolicy of wage and 
price control. He has only gone so far in retreat as 
to suggest voluntary acceptance of the plan. There 
will be no control by statute — at this point in 
planning. - 

But if the economic situation continues to de¬ 
teriorate, if the trade unions continue to demand 
more than their industries can afford, if the cur¬ 
rent unemployment total of a million persons con¬ 
tinues to grow — it is about half the percentage 
level of jobless in Canada — and producers and re¬ 
tailers continue to step up their prices, then Mr. 
Heath may go a step further than he now intends 
and adopt controls by legislation. The British pub¬ 
lic is in a mood to insist on it.

£VEN THOUGH CHILDREN of firecracker age 
can’t vote, some people might have thought 
the federal government would have delayed its ban 
on the sale of explosive fireworks until after the 
last two days of October — election day and Hal¬ 
loween. Many Indulgent parents after all take vi¬ 
carious pleasure in seeing the children enjoy the 
same noisy adventures that they themselves happi¬ 
ly survived in their childhood. Judging from the 
length of time it took for elected representatives in 
Victoria, Vancouver and a number of other urban 
communities across the country to impose a ban 
locally, many of them not wanting to appear as 
spoil-sports, it may seem the Ottawa government 
is taking an unnecessary political chance in the 
timing of its announcement. 

On the other hand, the government may count 


on the improvement in the safety record in commu¬ 
nities where the bangers have been banned to have 
impressed Canadians generally that the toll of fire¬ 
crackers in burns and fires — sometimes fatal — 
and blindings subtracts materially from the en¬ 
joyment of the occasions on which they are used. 
And most Canadians maybe now have recognized 
that in places like Victoria and Vancouver, the ban¬ 
ning of firecrackers and bombs had the most wel¬ 
come effect of taking almost all the rowdiness and 
vandalism out of Halloween. 

And a lot of British Columbians may not real¬ 
ize, furthermore, that the ban won’t come as a pre- 
Halloween disappointment in other parts of Cana¬ 
da. The big day for firecrackers on the other side 
of the Rockies is not Halloween, but Victoria Day 
when never a squib normally explodes in Vic¬ 
toria.

P ROFESSOR Jan Loubser, 
an Afrikaans-s peaking 
South African who went to 
Canada eight years ago and 
became a Canadian citizen, 
returned to South Africa in 
January this year because he 
believed the political* situation 
in the country was beginning 
to change, and that he could 
play a part in it. 

Now, disillusioned, he is 
going back to Canada. He 
says he has lost all hope of a 
peaceful change in South Afri¬ 
ca. There is no scope for him 
to play a meaningful role in 
the country's affairs, he de¬ 
clares. 

Professor Lotf&fer took his 
master's degree at Stellen 
bosch University, the oldest of 
the Afrikaans universities in 
South Africa. Then, in 1964, he 
went to Canada to become an 
associate professor of sociolo¬ 
gy at the University of Toron¬ 
to. Tn 1966, he joined the On¬ 
tario Institute for Studies and 
Education, a graduate school 
affiliated to the university.

He is going back to Canada 
now to work under the under¬ 
secretary of state as director- 
of strategic planning, super¬ 
vising the department's re¬ 
search evaluation program.

C ONSTRUCTION has start¬ 
ed on Britain's first eco¬ 
logical house a home-cum- 
greenhouse designed to make 
its occupant as self-sufficient 
as possible iojr heating and 
cooking fuels, sewage dispos¬ 
al, water supply and food. 

If all its waste recycling, 
sun power, rain-collecting and 
horticultural systems work as 
planned, about the only exter¬ 
nal services a vegetarian oc¬ 
cupant would need are elec¬ 
tricity for lighting (and 
perhaps standby healing in 
winter) and a shop for dairy 
products and bread when the 
homegrown diet of vegetables 
and bananas — palls. Even 
taverns should be unneces¬ 
sary, since plaris include a 
plant for brewing beer. 


The 40 by 37-foot timbor- 
and-plastics house and gar¬ 
den. costing only 51,500 to 
51,750 for all materials, is the 
idea of Grahame Caine. He is 
a fifth-year student at the Ar¬ 
chitectural Association of 
I^ondon, who caused a stir 
last year by entering a com¬ 
petition for a housing devel¬ 
opment with a deliberately 
provocative scheme for self¬ 
growing bamboo dwellings. 
Ostensibly, his new ecological 
house is a final's year exami¬ 
nation project. But it. is much 
more than another bright ex¬ 
aminee's blue-print. 

Caine is in the vanguard of 
the alternative technology 
movement, which aims n t 
only to reduce |>oIlution and 
resource consumption, but to 
replace today’s heavy reli¬ 
ance on big. a l i en a t i n g, cen¬ 
tralized technocracies such as 
the power, gas and water 
boards with human-scale tech¬ 
niques that people can run 
themselves and get in¬ 
volved in. 

His eco-houe is meant to be 
the first liv ing pro f-in. Bri¬ 
tain that this '.people'•techno¬ 
logy can work. Caine is there¬ 
fore building the house him¬ 
self in a corner of the play¬ 
ing-fields of Thames Polytech¬ 
nic at Greenwich — and will 
live in it for at least two 
years, testing and improving 
its life-supnort systems.

Caine has done his calcula¬ 
tions carefully and reckohs 
that with 500 square feet of 
warm, moist greenhouse, and 
a theoretical maximum yield 
of about eight pounds of vege¬ 
tables per square foot each 
year, he shouldn't starve. 

A special feature is that 
warm air will collect in the 
central dome to make a hot¬ 
house for growing tropical 
fruit. Hence the bananas: the 
Royal Botanical Gardens at 
Kew have given some banana 
trees, which are now sitting in 
a Dulwich greenhouse belong¬ 
ing to King's College, London. 
And a friendly hydroponics 
expert, J. Sholto Douglas, has* 
promosed some papayas. 

For heating and hot water 
theres the sun. Solar heat will 
be trapped by an array of 


blackened central heating ra¬ 
diators down the south wall of 
the house. Tests on a sunny 
day last January showed 
that the system could heat n 
30-gallon tank of water to 77 
degrees Farenheit. In April it 
managed 140 degrees 
enough for a hot bath. 

Winters could be cold, so 
Caine is letting principles slip 
to the extent of having supple¬ 
mentary electric heating. But 
he hopes to install a wind gen¬ 
erator and power storage sys¬ 
tem to make the house in¬ 
dependent of the grid and fos¬ 
sil fuels. 

★ ★ ★ 

Washing and drinking water 
comes from the roof : with a 
mean rainfall of 2.5 inches a 
year in London, the supply 
should be an average 20 gal¬ 
lons a day — roughly half nor¬ 
mal consumption but enough 
in a system designed for econ¬ 
omy. The biggest waiter prob¬ 
lem, says Caine, is that Lon- 
’ don rainwater contains 0.11 
milligranj^ of lead per litre, 
mo^e than the World Health 
Organization's recommended 
limit of 0.1 mg. for drinking 


water. He is hoping his body 
won’t mind and is investigat¬ 
ing sophisticated metal-filter¬ 
ing gadgets. 

★ ★ ★ 

Perhaps the greatest sur¬ 
prise in the whole project 
which has taken Caine two 
years to plan — is the enthusi¬ 
astic support its novel ideas 
have received from official- 
dopi- Greenwich and Greater 
Iymdon Councils have given 
all necessary planning per¬ 
mission; firms have come up 
with free materials; the elec¬ 
tricity council has promised 
to hook up to power free 
(though Caine will have to 
pay meter charges) and the 
department of the environ¬ 
ment has given him a warm 
pat of approval. 

Ironically, the only cold 
shoulder has come from the 
Royal Institute of British Ar¬ 
chitects. But then, as a 
member of the anarchist ar¬ 
chitect group called "Street 
Farmer," Caine hopes that 
his eco-house will be a tiny 
step towards smashing the 
"wasteland urban culture" 
that he feels official architec¬ 
ture has been largely respon¬ 
sible for creating.

A S populations grow at an 
increasing rate, human 
brings may have to consider 
migration to regions hitherto 
considered scarcely fit for 
habitation.

TTie city of Victoria baa 
never been closer to the solu¬ 
tion of its biggest problem, 
the deposit of five million gal¬ 
lons of raw sewage at the 
shoreline below Beacon Hill 
Park, according to Mayor 
Peter Pollen. 

"I am aure the new provin¬ 
cial government will soon re¬ 
lease a position paper dealing 
with sewage disposal matters, 
Including the disgraceful 
Clover Point situation in Vic¬ 
toria," the mayor said in an 
interview Friday night. 

Pollen’s comments came on 
the eve of his departure on a 
two-week European tour 
which will take the mayor, a 
number of city hall staff and 
several Victoria architects 
and businessmen to selected 
English, Scandinavian and 
German cities. 

The trip has been arranged 
to study city planning 
schemes in European cities. 

Pollen said the new govern¬ 
ment's Initial action regard¬ 
ing municipal problems was 
very encouraging and gave 
rise to hopes that the sewage 
disposal situation will be tack¬ 
led in the near future. 

"The fact that the NDP gov¬ 
ernment has decided to ex¬ 
pand the transit system in 
Victoria and Vancouver shows 
that it is concerned about 
urban problems,” he said. 

And nowhere was the sew¬ 
age problem more glaring 
than at Clover Point, minutes 
from the city’s most beautiful 
park, he added. 

For years, the city’s at¬ 
tempts to get permission from 
the provincial government to 
extend the Clover Point out¬ 
fall into the sea, were frus¬ 


trated by former Health Min¬ 
ister Ralph Loftmark. 

Loftmark insisted that the 
city install expensive sewage 
treatment facilities, but the 
city had no way of raising the 
necessary funds. 

Expert testimony from Ca¬ 
nadian, British and U.S. engi¬ 
neers who said the tidal ac¬ 
tion at Clover Point was 
strong enough to break up the 
sewage that would flow 
through an extended outfall, 
failed to change Loffmark’s 
mind.

Undersea Peak Explored 




A Canadian-built submers¬ 
ible has descended 720 feet 
down Cobb Seamount, a pin¬ 
nacle that rises from the bot¬ 
tom of the Pacific Ocean 
about 300 miles west of the 
Washington state coast. 

It is the lowest descent 
down the pinnacle ever made. 

The two-man vehicle, called 
the Sea Otter, was built in 
Vancouver by Arctic Marine 
Ltd. It explored the sea 
mount 10 days ago during an 
expedition sponsored by the 
Sea Use Council, an agency 
that is co-sponsored - by the 
government of B.C. 


Freighter Sinks 

DEAL, England (At>) — 
Tiie 3,535-ton freighter Genl- 
mar, of Liberian registry, 
sank early Saturday four 
miles off the southern coast of 
England after colliding with 
the 16,306-ton Greek freighter 
Larry L., the coast guard re¬ 
ported. A rescue craft sped to 
the scene in search of sur¬ 
vivors.

E. Thomson of the federal 
marine sciences branch in 
Victoria. 

“Thgse observations will 


make a valuable addition to 
knowledge of the ocean,” said 
the spokesman.

The plane will be delivered 
by Christmas and Air Canada, 
said its spokesman, hopes to 
have it launched on the 
Toronto-Miami run by Feb. 1. 

By the time the summer 
schedules start on June 1, Air 
Canada hopes to have three 
Tristars in service. This will 
mean that wide-body jet ser¬ 
vice, and aU the space that 
term implies, will be avail¬ 
able for customers in Edmon¬ 
ton, Calvary, Winnipeg, Hali¬

' Digest. He bats, fittingly, with 
one foot in the bucket but 
could go 3*fnr-4 if it. were in 
the grave. 

He may be the best pure 


striker of the baseball who 
ever lived — If you can call it 
living. 

But there’s a ray of hope 
for the National League.

Puffed Back to Reality 


NGORONGORO CRATER, 
Tanzania (AP) — A dishe¬ 
velled group of tourists armed 
with cameras bounce* acmes 


colored wagon* carrying the 
original signs ■ "hippopota- 
mu* from River NUe” — 
"black-maned Nubian Ilona, 
jungle bred" — Ilbangl aav- 
agea new to civilization from 
Africa's darkest depths” — 
are the focus of Milwaukee’s 
grandiose annual Fourth of 
July parade. 

Forty matched Belgian 
draft horses draw Bamum 
and Bailey's Columbia band¬ 
wagon.

Fox called the museum's 
collection of 149 wagons "pri¬ 
celess pieces of Americana.” 

It seems appropriate that 
such a collection is housed in 
Wisoonsln, a state where 
more than 100 circuses origin¬ 
ated. Fox noted that the Rin- 
gling Brothers began their 
circus In their hometown, 
Baraboo, in 1884, and eventu¬ 
ally developed the largest 
American circus.

time circus parade, whose or¬ 
nately carved parade wagons 
and Insistent steam calliope 
music brought out the entire 
town, died more than 30 years 
ago.

TATRANSKA LOMNICA — 
Next to Prague, the national 
capital; the Vysoke Tatry, or 
High Tatras, are the big 
tourist attraction of Czechos¬ 
lovakia. Tens of thousands of 
holldayers are attracted to 
the region, winter and sum¬ 
mer, every year. 

The mountains are part of 
the Carpathian chain and the 
highest peak, Gerlachovsky 
slit, rises 8,708 feet above sea 
level. 

Dozens of streams tumble 
out of the High Tatras-and 
the Low Tatras, too-to swell

Some lodges overlook wa¬ 
tering holea and are designed 
so tourists can drink while 
watching water buffalo, wa- 
terbuck and elephants do the 
same. 

The night watchman at 
Treetops lodge in Kenya even 
announces the wUdUfe. He 
runs through the corridors 
banging on doors shouting 
"Elephant! Elephant!" or 
"Rhino! Rhino!” depending 
on what has shown up for a 4 
a.m. watering. 

The ataff at Nxulia Safari 
Lodge in Kenya’s State Park 
is more discriminating. It has 
a prepared list of animals, 
and before retiring the 
tourists can check those they 
would like to be awakened to 
see. 

At Treetops and NguUa, 


most rooms have balconies. 
Guest* watch the nighttime 
cavalcade of wildlife In their 
bathrobes. But at Treetops 
they must watch out for ba¬ 
boons. which swing through 
the tmes and might zip Into 
their beds. , > ' 

Some spots, though, have 
only tent camp*. Even these 
are luxurious. 

Tents are equipped with 
electricity; there are separate 
mini-tents or private toUete 
and showers. 

Despite the luxuries, these 
safaris aren’t for lats-sleepers 
and people prone to car- 
elckness. Out In the bosh, the 
day begins early — some¬ 
times at 6 a.m. — with a pre¬ 
dawn "game run," when Hons 
and other predator* usually 
hunt their dimer. 

Then, It’s back to the lodge 
for a "small’’ breakfast: 
fresh pineapple, papaya and

THE STAMP PACKET 


Candles Light 
Canadian Issue 


By FAITH ANGUS 

"Joy in all Its simplicity is 
symbolized by the candles 
reproduced on the postage 
stamps issued for Christmas, 
feast of joy and peace, by the 
Canada Post Office." The of¬ 
ficial description of the four 
stamp designs continues with 
a brief history of the candle; 
its early uses and later sym¬ 
bolic value in relation to dif¬ 
ferent religious beliefs. 

The number of candles on 
each stamp can be interpret¬ 
ed ill many ways. The 6 cent 
and 8 cent values could sym¬ 
bolize man at the centre of 
the earth and the four cardi¬ 
nal points. The six candles on 
the 10 cent stamp could repre¬ 
sent constellations. 

On the 15 cent denomination 
the candles could stand for the 
planets or the universe and 
days of creation, or the seven 
defenders of Christianity — 
Saint George, St. Denis, St. 
Andrew, St. David, St. Pa¬ 
trick, St. James and St. Anth¬ 
ony. Some of the objects ap¬ 
pearing with the candles on 
the two higher values lend 
themselves to various in¬ 
terpretations as well. 

The book shown on the 15th 
century issue is a 15th Century 
French prayer book with illu¬ 
minated designs, loaned by 
the Royal Ontario Museum.

spot to start out for north Is¬ 
land explorations. 

With 24 camping spots, plus 
picnic tables, riverside tent¬ 
ing area, and a huge parking 
area in which scores of recre¬ 
ational vehicles could stay 
during overcrowded vacation 
days, this lovely campground 
nestles on a historic old farm 
which was homesteaded in the 
early 1900s by Adam Mathers 
and the Lansdowne family. 

In fact Baron Granvillr 
Lansdowne cleared the land 
there and a display of early 
photographs at the camp¬ 
ground traces the history of 
the farm. There, Is even a 
display of old fairm equipment 
on the campground. 

But, historic as the land is, 
its beauty Is Its real attrac¬ 
tion. 

There is a boat-launching 
spot where campers can 
launch small boats to row up 
and dqwn the river. When we 
were there the river was full 
of salmon, pinks and coho, 
and there were plenty of cut¬ 
throat trout mingling with the 
salmon. The bapks of the 
river were lined with fisher¬ 
men on the Labor Day week¬ 
end. ^ 

The carihpsite is named 
alter the chief of the Nim- 
pkish Indians who greeted 
Captain^ Vancouver on his 
voyage of discovery when he 
sailed around Vancouver Is¬ 
land and ffong the west coast 
of North America. 

Captain Vancouver arrived 
at the mouth of the Nimpkish 
River at 10 p.m., July 19, 
1792. 

We liked the campground so 
much we stayed two nights 
there, enjoying a grouse stew 
the first night, and it was at 
this camp we introduced our¬ 
selves to our new Porta Wa- 
shower, which will be subject 
pf a later column. 

, But Cheslakees isn't the 
only place to camp in the 
North Island area. 

When we first drove to the 
North Island in August. 1964. 
the road was brand new and 
there were no camping spots. 

Now the Rayonier Company 
has finished a beautiful camp¬ 
ground along the banks of the 
Marble River, 9.3 miles in 
from the Port McNeill-Port 
Hard^ Road, on the road to 
Jcune Landing and Port 
Alice. This park is now called 
Marble River Park, but to us 
it will always be called HalU 
gren Park. 

That day in 1964 we attend¬ 
ed the party pf Rayonier 
chiefs to honor the retirement 
of Bob Hallgren as superin¬ 
tendent of Rayonier’s north 
Island operations. At that 
party the park was dedicated 
as a park and named Hall¬ 
gren Park, after Bob who 
probably 'did more than any 
other mar* to provide recrea¬ 
tional access to the North Is¬ 
land. 

We were saddened to see a 
new name posted at his park, 
which we first explored with 
him the day after its dedica¬ 
tion. 

There are primitive camp¬ 
ing spots on the Indian prop¬ 
erty at the mouth of the Clex- 
ewe River, between Port 
McNeill and PorJ Hardy, and 
that is a nice spot to stay, but 
the September salmon fishing 
at -the river mouth which we 
have described in earlier col¬ 
umns is no more. Fisheries 
sometimes puts a closure fin 
now to protect the salmon. 

Two miles before you start 
to enter 'Port Hardy the North 
Island's regional board has 
provided a wooded camp¬ 
ground along the banks of the 
Quatse River. Quatse 

Pack campground costs two 
dollars a night and is handy 
to Port Hardy, Cpal Harbor 
and the road to Holberg. An¬ 
other good base camp. 

At Beaver Harbor, reached

Road rougher than ever, WQV" 
it was- under construction, get¬ 
ting ready for paving. 

Ugly B.C. Hydro lines, and 
on the Port Alice ’Rxiad the 
flume to serve’* the Utah 
Mines, make a terrible eye¬ 
sore of what could be beau¬ 
tifully scenic country. 

We continue our north Is¬ 
land mile-by-mile story from 
Beaver Cove. 9 
Mile Zero — Beaver Cove 
ferry junction. Ferry is an al¬ 
ternative route south, four 
hours to Kelsey Bay.

Proper enforcement in Vic¬ 
toria of B.C. labor department 
regulations governing working 
hours and minimum pay for 
ambulance attendants has 
been urged by a Vancouver- 
based union local. 

Douglas Beckett, who is 
business agent for Local 873, 
Ambulance Employees Uriion, 
says in a brief that Victoria 
ambulance companies have 
provided a "classic illustra¬ 
tion" of what can happen if 
the regulations are not rigidly 
enforced. 

The brief was submitted 
earlier this month to the B.C. 
Labor Relations Bpard by'foe 
union, which is a branch of 
the Canadian Union of Public 
Employees. 

The six-page document 
deals with provisions of 1964 
Provincial labor department 
regulations, called Wage 
Order No. 5 and warns that 
long hours and low pay for 
ambulance employees in Vic¬ 
toria could set a precedent for 
other companies in the prov¬ 
ince. 

The wage order, which in¬ 
cludes the Victoria area but 
excludes some other areas in 
the province, limits working 
hours for ambulance em¬ 
ployees to 8% hours a day at 
a minimum wage of ’$1.50 an 
hour. 

Time-and-a-half is to be 
paid for hours worked in addi¬ 
tion to the 8H hour period and 
double time is to be paid for 
hours worked over an 11-hour 
day. 

The brief, which did not 
name the companies, in Vic¬ 
toria, said that employees of 
Victoria’s larger ambulance 
firm are working 84 ho^rs a 
week based on-24 and 48 hour 
shifts. It said the employees 
are paid from 5450 to $550 a 
month. -* 

There are two private am¬ 
bulance services in Victoria 
— Garden City Ambulance 
Ltd., which provides emer¬ 
gency ambulance service 
under contract to the city of 
Victoria and Victoria Ambu¬ 
lance Service Ltd. The brief 


did not name eitfffr company. 

The brief noted that a labor 
relations board investigator 
who recently looked into the 
operations of the larger am¬ 
bulance company and seemed 
satisfied with the situation, so 
interpretation of the wage 
order seemed to be the prob¬ 
lem. 

According to the employ¬ 
er, the inv&tigating officer 
agreed that the employees 
could not possibly work for 24 
or 48 hours at a stretch and 
came to the conclusion that 
they are working only when 
‘doing a call.’ 

"We submit that (the em¬ 
ployer’s statement) is not 
valid because when em¬ 
ployees are required to be at 
their place of business, they 
are at work — they are not 
free to do as they wish," the 
brief said. 

The brief said the wage 
order’s effectiveness lies in its 
ability to improve working 
conditions by reducing work¬ 
ing hours. 

The interpretation of the 
hours of work in the Victoria 
case "completely invalidates 
the intent of the order,” the 
brief said. 

"We are particularly con¬ 
cerned over the precedent 
which has been established by 
the Victoria services. We can 
see no reason why the current 
operators in the Lower Main¬ 
land or some new entrepre¬ 
neur could not follow suit.” 

Beckett said in the brief 
that the precedent could also 
encourage local governments 
to insist that ambulance oper¬ 
ators follow .suit in order to 
improve their economic situa¬ 
tion. 

"Unless extraordinary at¬ 
tention is directed to ensure 
that regulations intended to 
Improve conditions are abso¬ 
lutely enforceable and fool¬ 
proof. there will be no im¬ 
provement," the brief said. 

The brief also called for: 

• Application of the wage 
order in all B.C. areas served 
by ambulance services em¬ 
ploying part-time or full-time 
ambulance drivers or atten¬ 
dants ; 


• Minimum ambulance 
standards in the "form of pro¬ 
vincial legislation. 

• A nwhWnuni wage of 
52.50 an hour for ambulance

to heft* other than working 
with the patients, if they wish. 
For instance, an assistant is 
needed in the hospital lab to 
type up reports and help with 
general procedures. 1 

Volunteers can also do ac¬ 
tivities involving parents of 
the patients who live up- 
Island, by wiring letters to 
them telling them about their 
child's progress or _ looking 
after them when they come to 
visit. 

The programs are ail part 
of the hospital’s philosophy of 
getting the patients out into 
the community. 

"We want to build it up 
more," says Mrs. Stringer, 
"make it more of an inter¬ 
communications and connec¬ 
tion with the community.” 

Archie Morrison, social 
workeryat the hospital, points 
out that "this idea of going 
out into the community is a 
new approach and philosophy 
toward the mentally re¬ 
tarded. 'Hiey’re not kept out 
in the backwoods any more." 

Their biggest problem in 
reaching the community, how¬ 
ever, is lack of public trans¬ 
portation in the area. There 
are no B.C. Hydro buses, and 
the only transportation is the 
Pacific Commuter, which 
runs twice a day. 

“And even then there’s 
a long haJf-mile walk down 
Markham,’’ Mrs. Stringer 
adds. So volunteers who can 
offer transportation for the 
patients and drive them to 
places are greatly appreci- 
ated. 

She would also like to see 
more men volunteers, per¬ 
haps students or retired men 
who have time available dur¬ 
ing the day. to go to the hospi- 


There are sojne people 
who need the help of 
those witty special gifts of 
Jove and patience. 

In physical age they range 
from toddlers to pensioners, 
but their mental ages range 
from one to five years. 

Some of them have severe 
physical handicaps and can 
only move about with dif¬ 
ficulty. Some can’t talk and 
can only express themselves 


through their eyes. 

But all these things don’t 
really matter to the 100 or so 
volunteers who help these 
people — the 275 patients at 
the Glendale Lodge hospital 
for the severely retarded. 

Located at 4464 Markham 
Road in Saanich, the hospital, 
although a iargft building, 
doesn’t seem like the usual 
forbidding, gloomy institution. 

It’s a warm, friendly place, 
with bright colors on the in¬ 
side and a pleasant view of 
woodlands and pasture 


Working with the patients 
there is a challenge, but It 
can also be rewarding, suys 
Mrs. Rita Stringer, in charge 
of publicity for the Greater 
Victoria Association for the 
Retarded. 

“The retarded don’t have 
much in their lives, so when 
they know someone is coming 
for a visit,, they really look 
forward to -It* — it’s a big 
thing." 

It isn’t always to establish 
rapport' witji the patients at 
first, she says, but the extra

mature, middle-aged volun¬ 
teers, says A1 Berting, social 
work assistant qt the hospital. 

For this reason they would 
like to have more of them as 
volunteers. “We had tremen¬ 
dous success with high school 
students this summer,” he 
says. “They were fabulous — 
some of them spent up to 80 
and 100 hours a month here.’’ 

All volunteers go through an 
orientation session, which 
begins with a lecture on retar¬ 
dation, what it is and its 
causes. The lecture also de¬ 
scribes the tiaining program 
at Glendale and what its aims 
are. 

Then volunteers are taken 
on a tour of three or four of 
the wards snd the crafts facil¬ 
ities, and are told about the 
kinds of pregrams and activi¬ 
ties available. 

If and wheh they decide 
which activity they’ll partici¬ 
pate in, they are given a per¬ 
sonal interview, then in¬ 
troduced to the staff member 
in charge of the prourfm. 

They can change their pro¬ 
gram any time they want, 
says Mrs. Stringer, and if 
they feel they can’t deal with 
the patients they can do work 
in which they don’t come In 
contact with them, such as 
working in the thrift shop run 
by the Auxiliary for the Re¬ 
tarded adolescents held at the 
Boy:' Club two mornings a 
week, the thrift shop, and the 
Winifred M. Clark Centre for 
retarded adults. 

Members of the auxiliary 


volunteer for all services for 
Victoria area, including Glen¬ 
dale. 

The auxiliary also needs 
volunteers to help with its 
projects such as the pre¬ 
school at the G. R. Pearkes 
Clinic, the Tuesday Club, a 
socialization program for re- ! 
tardad. 

The whole aim of the auxil- j 
iary’s work, says Mrs. 
Stringer, is to make the pub¬ 
lic aware' that the retarded 
are people. 

This attitude is best 
summed up in a pamphlet put 
out by the Greater Victoria 
Association for the Retarded, 
which says: "The emotional 
and social needs of the men¬ 
tally retarded are the same 
as those of *11 people. They 
have the same emotional 
needs for love, for self-respect 
and for achievement as any¬ 
one else. 

“They also, like us, have 
♦ho . p • >d to give as well 
as to Wcelve, and it is when 
they are given an opportunity 
to contribute to their fullest 
potential to the community in 
which they live that they fi¬ 
nally achieve the same self- 
respect which we afl hope to 
attain.”

Patients at the hospital 
need affection and warmth 
most of all, says Mrs. 
Stringer. Like children, they 
seek physical contact, and 
often because of their ,spgech 
handicaps., express them¬ 
selves by touching and hug¬ 
ging. 

"People who come out here 
and don’t know what to ex¬ 
pect will see a big lad who 
looks 25 or more rush up and 
touch you<t just like, a little 
child,” says Mrs. Stringer. 

The best approach, she ex¬ 
plains, is to treat the patients 
as though they were small 
children who need patience, 
love, kindness and firmness. 
The firmness is as necessary 
as the love, she points out, 
because the patients must be 
urged to look after them¬ 
selves, to pick up that spoon, 
take that one extra step.

Volunteers already working 
at the hospital come from a 
wide variety of groups, in¬ 
cluding women from the Wo¬ 
men’s Ecumenical Council 
students from Royal Oak and 
Mount View high schools, and 
teen-aged girls from a depart¬ 
ment store’s fashing council..

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Mixed Marriages Increasing in Britain 


Bridegroom Locked Out of His Own ^

Russell had been late tor 
his wedding and so far a 
change the bride was kept 
waiting. He arrived to find 
that the town hall official 
would not let him into the reg¬ 
istry office where his wife-to-' 
be J friends and relatives sat 
anxiously. 

The official insisted that a 
wedding was taking place be¬ 
hind the door Russell was 
dashing for and would he care 
to wait a few minutes. Russell 
pointed out that he was the 
other half of the marriage due 
to be contracted behind that 
door and would the official, 
kindly let him go? - 

Only when Russell had 
give# his full name and that 
of his impending wife's did 
the official do some checking. 

Sure enough it was the right 
wedding. There waited Les¬ 
ley, with her parents up'from 
the country for the occasion. 
Russell's relatives and a few 
friends. 

So finally the official, slight¬ 
ly bemused, let in the groom 
and the apparent reason for 
confusion was that Russell 
was a young colored man 
from Guyana and his lovely 
Lesley was white and English 
from Plymouth. 

For those moments, it had 
been beyond the imagination 
of the official, despite' being in 
cosmopolitan London, that the 
two woull be teaming up. 

Russell put the incident 
down to experience — that 
was four years ago — and 
today Lesley is expecting 
their first child. Theirs Is just 
one of an increasing number 
of inter-racial marriages in 
Britain today and a study just 
completed by Christopher 
Bagley, a sociologist of Sur¬ 
rey University, discusses this 
trend. 

According to Bagley. basing 
his figures on the registrar- 
general’s returns over six 
months, slightly more th^n 14 
per cent of Britons married 
an immigrant of sorts, and 
nearly two per cent of the 
over-all total married a col¬ 
ored immigrant. 

Seventeen per cent of mar¬ 
ried West Indians in Britain 
with children in mid-1969 were 
married to a Briton. Mostly, 
it was the husband who was 
West Indian. 

When Russel] was asked 
why this should lx* so. he said 
he felt West Indian men and 
boys were freer to venture 
from family and community 
circles than the girls. Girls 


were protected mar* by the 
parents, who often held on to 
Victorian ideals, and friend¬ 
ships rarely developed beyond 
frieods-of-the-family circles. 

In discussion, lighthearted 
or serious, the impression 
comes over that black girls 
are all right to bed down with 
for the night, but not for ma¬ 
trimony. Another factor Is 
the general shortage of col¬ 
ored girls. In the migratory 
pattern • it was mainly the 
male who hopped aboard a 

banana boat” jar British 
shores. 

In 3.300 -.odd marriages in¬ 
volving Africans, Bagley notes, 
that again*. 17 per cent were 
black-white partnerships. 
Roughly a quarter of Africans 
married a colored partner, 
but not an African. 

Surprisingly, marriages be- 
’Rreen African men and Indian 
and Pakistani women were 
particularly ’common. There 
were 240. 

According to Bagley's sam¬ 
ple, the largest inter-married 
group among those frofn the 
Indian sub-continent were In¬ 
dian and Pakistani men and 
British women (12 per cent), 
while over-all nearly a 
quarter of marriages involv¬ 
ing an Indian or Pakistani 
were with what is termed 'a 
European.” 

Carl, Indian by origin and 
married to Pauline, and En¬ 
glish girl, reckons that, again, 
the reason is that girls are 
under the firm hand of 
parents among Indians. 

Carl is a student in London. 
He said that, ironically, there 
was more opposition from his 
family to marrying Pauline 
than there was from Pauline’s 
side. 

"I am the only son, and In¬ 
dians are terribly Concerned 
about progeny — the {continu¬ 
ation of the name and of 
caste. My people have been 
Catholics for six cegturues 
and they still maintain the 
caste system. It would have 
been just as difficult, if not 
more so. marrying someone 
who was not my caste.” > 

When the process is re¬ 
versed. as it were, with a 
British man marrying a col¬ 
ored girl, the men are more 
likely to marry an Indian or 
Pakistani girl rather than one 
from the West .ndies or Afri¬ 
ca. 

But one such Briton who 
married a Jamaican girl is 
John Cram. He, a storeman in 
South London, and Joy, a 
nurse, married just over one 
year ago at Brixtnn registry

office. John served in the Far 
East with the British Army 
before marrying Joy. and it 
w'as then that he began to 
date colored girls. 

From his cxjKMiencet out 
there he :elt « uio inn - 
i/e about the British man's at¬ 
titude. The loerl girls were all 
right as “girl friends," but 
somehow he got the impres¬ 
sion that a sincere rela¬ 
tionship between the average 
Britan and the Malay girls 
was just dot on. “I felt rather 
sick about this attitude,” he 
says. 


On occasions today, mar¬ 
ried to Joy. he finds this atti¬ 
tude in some quarters of Lon¬ 
don. “People don’t seem lo 
mind the fact that >ou are 
boy friend and girl friend. 
:Vy even assume Ilia4 .'but 
I »at‘s . i ur ■ ife ;'nd the) 
arc often taken aback.” 

Jry has exprienced the 
same attitude. “Many take it 
or granted that we arc just 
good friends, and this really 
annoys me. so I point out. 
quire firmly that this man is 
my husband, not boy friend.’ 

Joy and John appear to 


have had a rough ride, but 
other couples have had mini¬ 
mal problems and racial in¬ 
cidents have been sporadic. 

John's ' parents were espe¬ 
cially bitter and will have 
nothing to do with him. He 
hasn't been in touch with 
them since the day he phoned 
to say he was getting mar¬ 
ried. Two aunts said they did 
not want to see him again and 
the only relative friendly with 
him is his sister. 

John puts his family’s atti¬ 
tude down to their parochial 
upbringing, and it was this

which made him leave home 
after school ten years ago. 
Joy’s father, too, was against 
their getting married, and 
mother had her doubts. “Fa¬ 
ther hit the roof, and said: ‘I 
don't want no white man in 
my Clouse.’ he even refused to 
speak to me.” she said., 

The two notice when walk¬ 
ing in the street that black 
people show as much disap¬ 
proval as whites. Young black 
youths tend to drop innuendos 
to suggest Joy is a prostitute 
with a white man. The couple 
cope with such situations by 
ignoring them. 

Carl and Pauline believe 
that background has a lot to 
do with problems a mixed- 
couple may face. Both have 
university backgrounds, so¬ 
cially as well as academical¬ 
ly, and so the circle of friends 
they keep tends to be radically 
tolerant not because egg- 
beads are always so, but be¬ 
cause people they come into 
contact with are abreast of 
present tends and their politi¬ 
cal outlooks are often similar. 

Pauline, or indeed Carl, are 
hard pressed to think of racial 
incidents which have involved 
. the two of them. Pauline re¬ 
calls on one occasion some el¬ 
derly men have said; "look at 
her over there with that 
wog." Her parents, she says, 
took her marriage to Carl 
with relief. 

Lesley's parents were ap¬ 
prehensive about her marry¬ 
ing Russell. They come from 
an area of the country where 
colored people are about as 
common as pomegranate 
plantations; and they felt that 
such It marriage would only 
bring unhappiness to both of 
them. 

They've been prosed wrong, 
and RUSsell and Lesley’s only 
concern is that of their forth¬ 
coming offspring. 

Russell and Lesley have an 
idealistic outlook in that they 
look at themselves simply as 
another married couple, not a 
black and white one. But, a^ 
Russell points out. "one can¬ 
not go about pretending that 
racialism does not exist.”' 

The worry for their child 
may be that he is Forced, and 
certainly not by his parents, 
to identify himself with either 
black or white. 

In Bagiev’s study, he says: 
“On the basis' of sociological 
evidence race relations- will 
move In the direction of 
American relations, where, 
paradoxically, blacks have 
higher status, and more free¬ 
dom frpm discrimination." 


He adds that the model pro¬ 
posed for Britain was one of 
alienation, "in which blacks 
conform in all respects to the 
mores of the host community, 
but are never-the-less reject¬ 
ed. 

"It may be that the children 
of inter-racial marriages will 
assume a ‘black’ identity 
by virtue of their rejection by 
a racialist establishment. 
What may well emerge is a 
sub-culture of blacks and 
whites inter-acting on a basis 
of equality and mutual re¬ 
gard. and this community as 


a whole will be rejected- by 
the white power structure.'’ 

In the final analysis, despite 
some qualm* which tend to be 
niggling at most to njany a 
mixed-couple, the conclusion 
is drawn that Britain, for 
them, is less of aa evil than 
most other societies.

QUEBEC (CP) Modern 
family life is a "nightmare" 
which has "nothing to do with 
the traditional family,” an- 
throijologist Margaret Mead 
Said Thursday. 

Dr. Mead told the annual 
meeting of the Vanier ^Insti¬ 
tute of the Family that pre-in- 
dustrial societies "never 
thought of putting a young 
husband and wife together, 
separating them from their 
relatives in little suburban 
boxes and moving them 
around.” 

A return to an “extended- 
family” pattern is needed to 
permit wider relationships be¬ 
tween young and oid people 
and children and to provide 
greater sup|>ort for individu¬ 
als within the family. 

"I think we have to build 
communities again,” she said. 

This, would require new 
f irms of housing to permit, 
families to include three gen¬ 
erations and in some cases 
unmarried uncles or aunts. 

Mead said that in the ex¬ 
tended family a grandmother 
or aunt could help out a 
mother, while a wage-earner 
who lost, his job could fall 
back on others in the family. 
“The nuclear family places 
terrible burden on a young 
father who is terrified of los-

V;, &t the end of the exercise 
Capt. Mike Martin of Victoria, 
commander of the Second Ca¬ 
nadian Escort Squadron, said 
the opportunity to assemble a 
force of destroyers, aircraft 
carriers and submarines was 
“most welcome” because it 
enabled the Canadians to take 
part in more advanced exer¬ 
cises. 

HMCS Gatineau, Qu’Appelle 
and Prdvidep will participate 
in two additional exercises off 
Australia and New Zealand 
before returning to Esquimau 
Dec. 18. 

HMCS Rainbow was due to 
arrive in Tahiti Saturday for 
a stopover before returning 
home on an unspecified date.

WAftfUT PRUNING (H. McF., Vlcto- 
rU) — I don’t quite understand why you 
want to prune your walnut tree. Cen- 
tainiy [Tuning doesn't bring a walnut 
Into bearing any earlier lq. life, and 
may even delay nut production. Unless 
you have some very good reason, It is 
better to let the tree go unpruned. 

You see, any cutting Into a walnut 
tree is almost always followed by pro¬ 
fuse bleeding. When it Is absolutely nec¬ 
essary to remaove a living branch, the 
best time to do the Job Is in the autumn 
around the time of leaf-fail. Sap pres¬ 
sure is low at this time, bleeding is less 
. profuse, and the wound# have time to 
heal over before sap rilovement begins 
In the spring. 

CAMELLIA PROTECTION (F. W., 
Cowlchsn station) — Most of the camel¬ 
lias grown hereabouts are Japanese 
varieties which are quite hardy In our 


climate and need no special protection' 
except to choose a location sheltered 
from blustery winds. The flower budsj 
and early blossoms are sometimes 
touched by frost, but they can withstand 
fairly severe freezing It they are shaded 
from the morning sun so they can thaw 
out slowly In the shade. For this reason, 
a west or a northwest wall is best. 

Like most of the broad-leafed ever-, 
greens, camellias require an acid soil/ 
and this can be provided by mixing gen -1 
qrous quantities of dampened peat moss 
into existing soil —. In the case of older; 
homes anyhow. -With new homes, the 
stucco walls and new concrete founds-' 
tlons will sometimes "leak" free lime 
into the soil, contaminating It. In such 
cases it is best to remove the old soil 
from the camellia planting site and re¬ 
place It with good loamy topsoil taken 
from elsewhere in the garden.

PRUNING FOR 8 YTHIA (E. O’N., 
Ganges) — The recommended time for 
pruning a forsythia Is Just after the blos¬ 
soms fade, but you won’t go too far 
wrong If you do the job while the shrub 
is in full bkxxn, combining pruning with 
the supplying of cut flowers for the 
house. Cut armfuls and fill your vases 
and bowls, making your selection most¬ 
ly from portions of the shrub where the 
bloom is just a little on the thin side.

Even Palm Springs hq£ smog. Not as bad as Bel-Air or 
Beverly Hills, but smog nevertheless. Worse, when the air is 
clear in Palm Springs you can see smog choking Riverside. 

Give or take a year or two and it will evict Frank Sinatra 
who left Beverly Hills because of smog. 

Sm^g this year has been particularly bad. Recently 
David Janssen showed a millionaire friend from Texas the 
View from David’s hilltop patio.

Escapees and Such 


If a man who escapes from 
prison is called an "escapee," 
why should not a man who 
deserts an army be called a 
"desertee"? 

He should not because we 
already have a perfectly good 
word to describe him: he is a 
"deserter." But in the news¬ 
paper stories and popular 
speech of the near future, -he 
may very well be turned into 
a *•'desertee,” 

Of course, language should 
change; it should grow and 
develop, becoming more pre¬ 
cise and mdr.e colorful and 
more flexible. But it should 
not grow like a cancer, 
where the disturbed cells 
overrun the healty ones. Ahd 
this is precisely what, is hap¬ 


pening with much of our lan¬ 
guage change today. 

The modern mania for the 
"ee" ending on words has no 
rhyme and even less reason. 
A lawyer in Chicago sends me 
an extract from a legal meet¬ 
ing at which the secretary 
noted there were "100 atten¬ 
dees." And the lawyer quite 
properly asks, "if we who 
were at the meeting were ‘at¬ 
tendees.’ then who, pray, 
were the attenders?” 

In the same way, (he over¬ 
flow crowd at a theatre is 
described aa- r ‘ sendees," but 
they are really "standers.” 
And people who retire vtDui& 
tarily should not be termed 
"retirees,” whtch impTies 
they were forcibly put out to 
pasture. 

I think the trouble springs 


from confusion with words 
long in use, such as "em¬ 
ployee,” "traineer.” and "e>£ 
aminee,” where they are the 
‘agents acted upon by employ¬ 
ers, trainers, and examiners. 
But there is no comparable 
"escaper” who shows an es¬ 
capee how to flee, or any pro- 
f ess ion a 1 "stander" who 
places people in vertical posi¬ 
tion. 

Another sourc^bf confusion 
comes from legal terms, 
where We have the "lessee,” 
the "vended," the "trustee,” 
and so on, with their corre¬ 
sponding parties to the rela¬ 
tionship. Of course we also 
have, from the French reflex¬ 
ive-verbs, such words as "ref¬ 
ugee" and "absentee" and 
"debauchee," which supply 


useful terms the English lanA 
guage lacks. 

But English also has at 
least three suffixes (-er, -or, 
and -ist) for the purpose of 
making agent-nouns. When we 
make a new one whose natural 
meaning is the opposite (a 
"returnee” shouldn’t be the 
same as a "returner,” but it 
is), we only further confound 
our concepts and muddle our 
communication. 

Let us have an end to suen® 
linguistic abominations as 
' “amputee” and "awarded” 
and "expellee." The upstand¬ 
ing, vigorous Anglo-tiSXon folk 
have always valued the doer 
more than &e sayer; but can 
he continue to command this, 
respect if our demotic lan¬ 
guage eventually turns tyim 
into a doee?

BELFAST (UPD - Four 
persons, one of them a British 
soldier, were killed In Belfast 
Saturday in a night of vio¬ 
lence following a Protestant 
demonstration to demand res¬ 
toration of Northern Ireland's 
parliament and ah end to 
direct rule by Britain. 

An army spokesman said 


troops killed a gunman who 
had fired at them in the Cath¬ 
olic New Lodge Road area, 
and a sniper killed a soldier 
In the Catholic Ardoyne dis¬ 
trict. In addition, assassins 
executed a Protestant in a 
pub in the Shankill district of 
the capital, and a Catholic 


man died in a bomb explosion 
in another pub. 

Army sources s&ld the man 
shot to death In th» Shankill 
district pub was wearing the 
khaki combat jacket favored 
by the Ulster Defence Associ¬ 
ation, a loyalist para-military 
organization. 

The four deaths Taised to 


592 the number of persons 
killed In three years of politi¬ 
cal and sectarian violence in 
this British province. 

An army spokesman said a 
200-pound bomb that exploded 
in Coition's Bar on Belfast's 
Smlthfleld Square killed one 
man and injured 10 others, 
two of them seriously. The 


soldier was shot while on a 
foot patrol in a section tradi¬ 
tionally a stronghold of the 
outlawed IRA. 

The'army said about 15,000 
Protestants, many wearing 
uniforms of the UDA marched 
to the beat of bands and orna¬ 
tely-decorated traditional

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Teacher Shortage 

Predicted by Scarfe 
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by Jail 


VANCOUVER »CP) - Brit¬ 
ish Columbia will face a 
shortage of teachers in a cou¬ 
ple of years if too many pro¬ 
spective education students 
are scared off by reports of 
teacher surpluses now. a Uni¬ 
versity of British Columbia 
dean warned Friday. 

"We’ve got a temporary 
surplus in some £reas now, 
but what worries us most is 
the very sudden drop-off of en¬ 
rollments in faculties of edu¬ 
cation across western Canada 


this year,” education Dean 
Neville Scarfe said in an in¬ 
terview. 

"We have overemphsized 
the surplus, but now we have 
500 fewer students to the 
(UBC) faculty this year than 
last.” 

Scarfe said enrollment at 
UBC to the education faculty 
was 2,500 down from 3,000 last - 
year and the lowest since 
1962. He said a recent Infor¬ 
mal survey he conducted 
from here to Winnipeg In¬ 
dicated the UBC drop-off was 
part of 5 trend., 

"If this keeps up, we should 
be 100 teachers down to 


1974-75 and 100 teachers down 
the following year. 

"Hopefully we can bring it 
up the next year as the mar¬ 
ketplace forces take effect, 
but the trouble is, the swing is 
likely to be just as violent to 
the other direction." 

Scarfe said there were sur¬ 
pluses In the htghly-desirable 
Lower Mainland area but that 
there were, numerous jobs 
available to the north. " 

He noted that UBC produces 
only half the teachers it needs 
each year, and must import 
most of the rest or depend on 
inactive teachers getting back 
on the active rolls.

IWA Chips Down This Week 

Moore Awaits Challenge

Jack Moore, the man 
they’re always going to get 
but never do — will be back 
on the tightrope Monday as 
the annual convention of 
Western Canada's biggest 
union opens in Vancouver. 

This time no one has come 
up with the names of likely 
challengers for Moore’s job as 
western regional president of 
the International Wood¬ 
workers of America, but there 
seems little doubt there will 
be such a development. There 
usually is. 

Moore, who has survived 
the IWA’s tough political in¬ 
fighting to hang onto his .job 
for 11 years, never enters a 
convention looking for an easy 
time of it. He was asked Sat¬ 
urday night if failure to no¬ 
minate someone to run 
against him would come as a 
surprise. 

“Yes, it certainly would,” 
be said. 

Nominations for officers 
come frofrt the convention 
floor every two years with the 
vote going later to the 42,000 
IWA members in Western 
Canada. Most of them are in 
B.C. 

The IWA conventions —* 
always colorful and often loud 
generally find Moure and 
his regional officers pitted 
against some of the strong 
men who lead the big coast 
region locals. 

These are the men known 
as members of the “pres¬ 
idents’ club,” or the “gener¬ 
als,” and they can be counted 
on to attack die regional lead¬ 
ership of Moore as ineffective. 

Murray Drew, president of

the 2,100 - member Victoria 
local, has taken a new tact*, 
this time, -claiming the days 
of the regional office may be 
numbered — that the locals 
will be able to manage their 
own affairs without this cus¬ 
tomary outside help. 

While he doesn't agree, Syd 
Thompson, president of the 
7,000-member Vancouver 
local, says th£re is definitely 
a need for a change in the 
leadership. The powerful 
Thompson has always been 
considered Moore’s main 
rival, but at the moment he 
isn’t offering himself as the 

replacement. 

v 

Nor does he see a worth¬ 
while opposition slate shaping 
up, he says. 

A group of dissident fallers, 
involved in a four-month wild¬ 
cat strike this spring and 
summer, announced earlier 
that it would come up with an 
opposition slate. 

But Saturday — almost on 
the eve of the convention — it 
appeared that the plan might 
have gone awry. 

Chuck Evans of- Nanaimo, 
one of the militant spokesmen 
for the fallers during -the 
strike, had no slate to offer. 
But he said he was meeting 
with a group of convention 
delegates today and that 
something still might materi¬ 
alize. 

Moore is a quiet, serious 
man who draws strong sup¬ 
port from those who see him 
as a sensible leader who does 
his best to avoid strikes while 
winning sizeable contracts for 
the men. 

There was a short strike of 
j the 28,000 members in the 
coast region this summer, but 
this type of development has 
been the exception to the rule 
under Moore’s leadership. 

Those who back Moore feel 
the industry would be hit with 
many more strikes under the 
direction of someone like 
Thompson, the “uptown log¬ 


ger" with the booming voipe. 
They point out, also that the 
B.C. IWA members are better 
paid than their American 
counterparts.. 

The last coast agreement 
met- widespread criticism. 
Among those attacking it 
were the fallers, who said 


they wanted nothing to do 
with the day-rate negotiated 
for them. 

Nevertheless, there are 
those who say the master con¬ 
tract is the best the men on 
the coast have ever won. 

“That is entirely errone¬ 
ous," says Thompson. "You 


can say that settlement was 
so happily received on the 
coast it was approved by a 
margin of only 53 per cent. 
Never in the history of the 
JWA in this region have 47 per., 
cent of the men voted against 
a proposed settlement be¬ 
fore.”

Victoria General Hospital's 
board of management will 
make an intensive study of 
the Hastings Report, a fe¬ 
derally-commissioned study 
that recommends many exist¬ 
ing forms of health care deli¬ 
very be replace with commu¬ 
nity health centres. 

ALe meeting last week the 
hospital’s board briefly dis¬ 
cussed the report and subse¬ 
quently decided that, since it 
likely will have “far-reaching 
implications for the future de¬ 
livery of health and medical 
care,” it required much more 
study. 

Doctors at Victoria General 
Hospital for the past year 
have been exceedingly inter¬ 
ested in the community health 
centre concept and have ex¬ 
plored it to the extent of hav¬ 
ing Dr. Richard Foulkes, re¬ 
cently-appointed health con¬ 
sultant to the provincial gov¬ 
ernment. talk to them on the 
topic last winter. 

The opinions of the hospi- . 

tals’ doctors are varied but 
Dr. Peter Banks, president¬ 
elect of the Canadian and 
British Medical Associations, 
and often a spokesman for 
Victoria General’s medical 
staff, last week said: 


“It would appear that those 
who plan this nation's health 
care intend to make us, the- 
doctors, no longer the ser¬ 
vants of our patients but 
rather the servants of the 
state and that we might well 
have progressive difficulty in 
putting the interests of our in¬ 
dividual patients before that 
of the state." 

He made the observation 
when he spoke at a ceremony 
changing the hospital’s name 
from Queen Victoria General 
to Victoria General. • 

At its meeting last week, 
the hospital's board also re¬ 
ceived the resignation of D. 
E. Smith, its first Vice- 
president who was a member 
for many years. 


Smith resigned because he 
plans to spend only six 
months of each year in Can¬ 
ada in the future and, under 
such conditions, “he felt he 
could do less titan justice to 
his function,” skid a hospital 
spokesman. 

The board also decided to 
resume a policy of inviting 
the news media to its monthly 
meetings and the annual 
meeting of the Southern Van¬ 
couver Island Hospital Soci¬ 
ety, which is the organization 
that manages the hospital. 

The board closed its August 
and September meetings to 
the press and there has been 
speculation that the action 
was related to staff problems.

Rocks, dirt, pieces of metal 
and other "inorganic" materi¬ 
als which do not burn have 
mildly hampered burning 
operations at the Mlllstream 
Road landfill this week, a pro- 
v i n c i-a 1 pollution control 
branch offlolal reported Yrt- 
day. 

The official, Albln Chme- 
lauskas, who is assistant 
director- of the branch, said . 
progress was made on the 
lower level of the landfill dur¬ 
ing the second week of the ex¬ 
perimental program. 

"There is considerably less 
volume of material this week' 
compared with last week," 
Chmelauskas said. About 55 
per cent of the combustible 
portion of the lower level has 
been burned. 

Stoking up the deep un¬ 
derground fire Is part of an 
effort by pollution officials to 
determine the best way to 
combat dump fires in other 
parts of the province. 

"We have beeen digging 
more inorganic material than 
we expected." Chmelauskas 
said. He said rain showers 
have also slowed down fire 
extinguishing efforts. 

Rented equipment being 
used by the firefighting per¬ 


sonnel includes three bulldoz¬ 
ers and a backhoe, which is 
used to cut trenches into the 
landfill so dir can get to the 
fire. 

A piece of metal which 
went Into the radiator of one 
of the bulldozers put the ma¬ 
chine out of action for 214 
days early in the week. 

Chmelauskas said workers, 
on Friday, were in the pro- 
cesses of clearing ashes and 
noo-combuatible material 
from the top of the landfill in 
an effort to get to the materi¬ 
al underneath. 

He said he hopes to see 
burning of the lower level 
completed by late next week. 

Two Killed 

ELIZABETHTOWN, N . C . 
(UPt) — Police Chief Marvin 
Bell and the man he was try¬ 
ing to arrest were both killed 
Saturday in a street comer 
shootout. 


Work on the upper level will 
then begin. 

Meanwhile, Langford Fire 
Chief Alan Lequesne said the 
fire will probably be extin¬ 
guished by the end of October. 
Although a section of the fire 
has already been brought 
under control, refuse was still 
smouldering as deep as 50 
feet in a 30 to 40-acre area. 

He said most of the combus¬ 
tible material has been 


burned off and the main thing 
was now to keep large depos¬ 
its of hog fuel from breaking 
into fiames.

Victoria will give papers this 
week- at the second Interna¬ 
tional Ocean Development 
conference in Tokyo. 

They are Dr. Sus Tabata of 
the federal environment de¬ 
partment’s ocean physics sec¬ 
tion and regional hydro- 
grapher Michael Bolton, both 
of whom are honorary 
members of the conference 
committee. 

Also attending the confer¬ 
ence arc Dr. C. S- Wong, head 
of the marine science diret*» 
torate's ocean chemistry divi¬ 
sion and two colleagues. Pr 
W. J. Cr^fcrey and Dr. A. ,B.. 
3 Co mate. 

A meeting of the World Me¬ 
teorological Organization is 
held concurrently in 
Tokyo. One of the Canadian 
representatives is Dr. John 
Garrett of Victoria, an ocean 
physicist who is head of the 
offshore oceanography sec¬ 
tion. 


The return journey from 
Tokyo is likely to be as scien¬ 
tifically interesting as the 
conferences. 

The CSS Parizeau. which is 
stationed in Victoria, is in 
Tokyo for the duration of the 
meetings and will be the site 
of "open-h xises” and recep¬ 
tions arranged by the Canadi¬ 
an government. 

The return trip, however, 
stalls Oct. 10 and will inyolve 
a 27-day journey over 3,000 
miles along the 35th Parallel."" 
It will sail from Japan to Cali¬ 
fornio, then head north to Vic¬ 
toria* ** 

It will make numerous rou¬ 
tine samplings of the ocean as 
well as a group «f tests that 
have never before been done 
on such a scale. 

Those include measure¬ 
ments of carbon dioxide in the 
ocean and water and dis¬ 
solved hydrocarbons in the 
water.

I wonder how many 
others across our land 
* stand, as I do, with arm 
upraised in greeting and 
farewell, crying: 'Good 
luckl Oh, be careful! 
Come back to us? But 
thinking all the time of 
roads that run where 
rivers were, of feeding 
fields pavemented, o f 
guns and mindless men. 

, A seaman who sailed with Car- 
tier in 1504 spoke of part of New¬ 
foundland as being "so exceeding 
full of birds one would think they 
^ had been stowed there and the gan¬ 
nets bite like dogs." On the Colum¬ 
bia River 200 years later “wild 
duc^s and cranes hunted the river 
as^vell as the <£oast and at tiines the 
floeks of geese were so big that their 
passage overhead cut off the light 
like the drawing of a curtain." Now 
we’ rejoice because we have the 
^ greatest number — 91 — of whoop¬ 
ing cranes counted in the last centu¬ 
ry. These include 13 in government 
^estarch centres. In 1941 only 15 of 
the giant birds existed. ^ 

In October the birds are flocking, 
scattering a few short notes on the 
restless ‘air. But the hindrance of 
man has not died down like their 
songs. Only 60 of the giant Califor¬ 
nia condors, the thunderbirds of our 
Indians, now remain. Only one new 
condor has been bom in eafth of the 
last three years. Human activities 
around their 54,000-acre sanctuary 
havitf reduced the vulture-like birds’ 
food supply so much that they are 
too busy foraging to have time to 
nest. Hunting has not been ade¬ 
quately controlled and now there is 
a mining threat. In California also, 

* coots cm a lake near a golf course 
are being shot because they litter 
the fairways. * 

The ’swiftest bird* of prey, the 
peregrine falcon is, like the condor, a 
dying species. Thanks to hard pes- . 
ticides the females now lay thin- 
shelled eggs w hich either dry out or 
break before hatching. As a result, 
in British Columbia young falcons 
are being taken for reproduction stu¬ 
dies j Two of these, sent to State Uni- 
, verity College in New Platz, N.Y.. 
have now produced a son: Prince 
Philip. He, having been imprinted 
with a human's presence from birth, 
should find it relatively easy to re- 

' .l \ . : ( .[ . I V' ! : * 
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produce in jcaptivity with the right 
mate. 

The filling up of marshes means 
the moving on — and where do you 
* g> to survive these days? — of geese 
and those ducks which t**Cd on 
marsh grass roots and aquatic 
plants. Killdeer, plover, dowitcher, 
snipe, yellowlegs, sandpiper and 
many others dig down to get the in¬ 
sects that inhabit the mud. Muskrats 
live mainly off certain roots and 
mink (becoming endangered 
through overtrapping) live off the 
muskrats. All these would go too and 
so would the march harrier and 
short-eared owl which take the 
small marsh birds and animals. As 
well as the small birds themselves, 
which live in the cattails. 

In Britain, because of the drain¬ 
ing of the fens, avocets, cranes, 
spoonbills, ruffs, black-tailed god- 
wits have been lost as breeding spe¬ 
cies. 

This is the dark side of the 
marsh wildlife picture. On the other 
side are Ducks Unlimited with their 
preservation and restoration of nes¬ 
ting areas — two things which would 
have saved 4he passenger pigeon. 
Their goal fur the 1970s is to add 
4,500,000 acres of Canada's wetlands 
to their present two million, aD 
“leased'’ under a free easement 
agreement. A record S3 million bud¬ 


grosbeaks, having celebrated their 
own day this fall with fermented 
berries, went reeling around and 
crashing into windows. Finally they 
fell asleep, feet up on roadways. It 
is rumored that the name of this 
species is to be changed to the "red- 
nosed grosbeak.’’ 

In Kent, England, a man-created 
reservoir in a nature reserve is at¬ 
tracting hundreds of wildfowl: Be¬ 
wick swans, snow and Canada 
geese, mallard, widgeon, gadwall, 
pochard, tufted duck, smew, snipe, 
g;lden-eye, red-throated diver, cor¬ 
morant, heron and many others. But 
the great bustard last bred in Eng¬ 
land (Norfolk) in 1845 and the last 
crane 380 years ago. The ruff used to 
e breed in large colonies there, but is 
now extinct and the Kentish plover 
is thought to be also. Hie black¬ 
tailed godwit bred widely a hundred 
years ago, but is a rare breeder now 
(in Lines.) and the wood sandpiper 
has not bred in Britain for 150 years. 

’^'Britain, with its hundreds of 
years at settlement should have 
been a lesson to us. It was the cut¬ 
ting up and working of plains land 
by man which drove the great 
bustard and has made the stone cur¬ 
lew rare. The latter bred widely in 
the middle 19th century, but now 
does so only in southeast England on 
such barren down as it can still find.

get has been proj>osed for the 
year’s operations and 94 waterfowl 
projects have been planned. 
f A billion birds moving north- 
south and a few thousand airplanes 
east-west can cause costly collisions. 
Air Canada, however, has found 
ways of living with the birds and so 
cut bird damage by two-thirds. On 
the east coast of the United States 
hundreds of thousands of a bird ver¬ 
sion of The Pill have been hidden in¬ 
side herring bait for the gulls, which 
are considered the main menace to 
aircraft Jhere. This may be extend¬ 
ed to city pigeons. Milan. Italy, 
plans to get rid of at least 12,000 
pigeons ic this way. 

The swallows are still coming 
back to Capistrano — though not in 
as great numbers, I hear — and the 
blizzards to Hinckley, Ohio. The lat¬ 
ter return on March 15 and nest on 
Hinckley Ridge, as they have for 
more than 150 years. But it wasn’t 
until March 21- this yfar that the 
human Inhabitant celebrated Buz¬ 
zard Sunday with their animal Buz¬ 
zard Day breakfast. 

In Sutton, Quebec, red-breasted 


In 1940 there was a spectacular de¬ 
crease among the corncrakes of lan¬ 
drails because of modern mowers 
and an earlier grdsscutting date: 
three weeks earlier than at the be¬ 
ginning of the century. An enormous 
number of corncrakes and their 
young are killed by the mowing. 

The hen, marsh and Montagu’s 
harriers are almost extinct; also the 
black-necked grebe. The kite in 
Wales — the only place in Britain 
where it nests now' — is probably 
doomed because of inbreeding. Gold¬ 
en eagles are now on the danger list 
and tne St. Kildra wren is d-iwn to 
some 50 pairs. The dotterel js be¬ 
coming very rare, breeding oray on 
the high mountains. The avocet last 
bred in England (east and southeast 
countries) in the early 1800s, but in 
Ireland in 1938 two pairs surprising¬ 
ly nested in a place which was still 
a well-kept secret when last I heard 
of it. 

The black tern also had a re¬ 
markable recolonization in 1941, 
after lasf breeding in Britain in 1885. 
But this renewal lasted only two 
years and now it<$s a rare migrant 


again. In some cases man’s mutila¬ 
tions have resulted in a favorable 
habitat for a change or the birds 
have moved from their oldtime sur¬ 
roundings. This and importation 
probably account for the increase of 
the little owl, black redstart, stock 
dove, greater spotted woodpecker, 
tufted duck, grey wagtail, redshank 
curlew, black-headed gull, oyster 
catcher and green woodpecker. 

The first substantiated breeding 
record for the fulmar was in 1697 on 
the islands of St. Kilda. In 1878 a 
colony established themselves on 
Foula Island in the Shetlands and 
since then these gull-like sea birds 
with the shearwater flight have 
never looked back. In spite of the 
fact that only one egg a year is laid 
and a lost or broken one is never 
replaced. They also began increas¬ 
ing in Iceland in 1816 and then 
moved on to the Faroes, between 
Iceland and the Shetlands. There 
they spread so widely that before 
1936, when restrictions came in, the 
inhabitants were taking an eating 
100,000 birds a year. 

The Faroe Islanders are also 
fond o< gannets. Each year they 
take them from the Holm of Mygen- 
aes, northeast of St. Kilda, farming 
their birds as carefully as if they 
were chickens. For 500 years men 
from the Isle of Lewis have been 
making a hazardous boat journey 
annually to take young gannets on 
Sula Sgeir, a small island just west 
of Mygenaes. 

The great auk — now only a 
legend, a few records and 80 skins 
— "used to make a great noise, like 
that made by a gannet, but much 
louder, when shutting its fnouth." 
This flightless bird, which -became 
extinct in 1844, cm Eldey. Iceland, 
used to breed in the Gulf of St. 
Lawrence, Cai>e Breton, New¬ 
foundland (probably exterminated 
by 1794), from Greenland to Florida 
and from Norway to Gibralter. F’r 
400 years it was slaughtered by sea¬ 
men for food. The last British bird 
was caught on Stac an Arm in in 1840 
and beaten to death by L. M’Kinnon 
and D. MacQueen, who thought it 
was a witch. 

It is true that it has taken us 150 
million years to fall this low in bird 
life, but most of the falling has been 
done in the last few centuries. In 
some parts of Spain and Portugal 
everyone seems to have a bird in a 
cage, but there is little bird life out¬ 
doors. **I saw with open eyes singing 
birds sweet sold in the shops for the 
people to eat." 

On the Suez Canal local fisher¬ 
men used to take flamingo chicks 
and eggs for food until the cease fire 
between Israel and Egypt. Now the 
23 square miles of salt marshes at 
the canal’s northern end are a no-

In the spring of this year Betty Evans walked 
across London Bridge. V/hat she saw was not her beloved 
city of London, its green parks, its church spires reaching 
skywards, the brooding shadow of the Tower, she saw a 
small new town clustered about the bridge, the replica of 
a London pub, even a river, the water for which cdmes 
from the great Colorado. She saw the Arizona desert, a 
new land to her, and strange as it it was, it was beautiful 
to her. She could have kissed every stone of the bridge, her 
London bridge, and she travelled back, in memory, 
through the years. < 


Forty-nine years ago four small 
girls walked over the same bridge 
on their way to see the Queen of 
England. Betty Pipkin, her sister, a 
friend and her sister, decided they 
must go to London to see the Queen 
— this would have been Queen 
Mary, of course. Between them they 
saved tuppence, although they 
should have had sixpence, for bus 
fares. However, they were quite cer¬ 
tain that when they reached the pal¬ 
ace the Queen would invite them to 
tea and pay their fare back home. | 

They got on a bus and paid one 
penny and rode as far as they could, 
then they got off and walked for 
miles when they boarded a second 
bus and rode another pennyworth. 
Tired, footsore, and very hungry 
they reached London Bridge, but 
they could not find the palace. They 
had thought it would be on the 
bridge. 

The nine-year-old Betty decided 
they would have to appeal to a 
“bobby” for help or ask a passerby. 
The first woman they approached 
ignored them, but the next had a 
warmer heart and, after giving 
them a good scolding, gave them 
sixpence. Betty never saw the 
Queen, but many years later she 
saw another, last year, in Victoria, 
and that was Queen Mary’s grand¬ 
daughter. 

Betty and her husband Orry liv£ 
in a comfortable mobile home in a 
} trailer park on Craigflower Road in 
* Victoria. Orry says his name is 
short for Horace but, he says: “In 
London we never use “aitches.” 

Betty is a real Cockney and 
“prahd” of it, she smiles. TTie Cock¬ 
neys, to her, . are the salt of th^ 
earth and well she knows for she is, 
in all probability, the very last of 
the real London flower sellers. “It is 
the barrow boys and the flower sell¬ 
ers who are the real Cockneys, not 
necessarily those bom withih the 
sound of Bow bells," she remarks. 
Educated people, she believes, 
would not care to be called Cock¬ 
neys. 

Betty was bom in Edmonton, 
North London. Her father was a 
flower seller before her and after 
the 1914 <. war Betty used to accom¬ 
pany him on his rounds. He did it in 
style, with a horse and cart, and 
early each morning they drove to 
Covent Garden where they loaded 
die cart with sweet smelling roses, 
lavender, chrysanthemums, ane¬ 
mones, carnations and whatever 
was in season. 

The lovely smell of wet moss and 
fresh cut flowers, the rain-wet 
streets, the sound of the horses’ 
hooves and the music of the harness 
bells, all these things were, to be¬ 
come enduring memories “in the 
heart of the small Betty Pipkin — 
and where could one find a lovelier 
name than “Pipkin” for a young 
London flower seller. 

When she was a mere six she 
went, in June, with her father to the 
Derby at Epsom Downs. She calls 
Epsom the “poor man’s race 


course” and she says "Derby” not 
“Darby” a§ one might expect. Her 
father had a bicycle stand at Epsom 
and the tiny girt stood beside him 
and handed out the tickets. 

There were no cars then, she 
remembers. Orry recalls the Gyp¬ 
sies at Epsom and how they would 
erect canvas walls around holes 
they had dug. They then stood in the 
doorways shouting “one penny” for 
the use of

to know, and, most beautiful of all to 
her, the pearly kings and queens of 
London. She tells us that when, long 
ago, tho poor people went round 
collecting for charity they were al¬ 
lowed to sew a pearl button on their 
costume for every certain sum col¬ 
lected. Their costumes were always 
black, the women wearing enormous 
hats decorated with feathers and 
flowers at every color. These trea¬ 
sured costumes are handed down in 
the family from generation to gener¬ 
ation. 

Once, coming home from Covent 
Garden, she saw a number of pearly 
kings and queens who had all met at 
Manor House to go to the Derby 
together and "a more beautiful sight 
I never did see,” she recalls, “with 
the sun shining on the pearl buttons, 
and every txam, bus, and train, 
stopped to see the sight"

When she was 14 Betty left school 
and went into business on her own.

'mother became iU, she had two 
younger sisters to care for and she 
worked long long hours, walked end¬ 
less miles, met wonderfully kind peo¬ 
ple, and she loves every minute at

She carried her basket o< split 
'willow — they don't make them atqr 
more — three feet long and about II 
'inches high, with a big handle, end 
.weighing, at the start of her day, 
some 70 pounds. Over the yean dhpr 
had three such baskets. 

“1 lived, you might say, three 
lives,” she relates. One at Covent 
. Garden, where she was the darling 
'of the salesmen; another with her 
'regular customers whoee bones she 
'called at — the "better class” peo¬ 
ple, she says, many of whom be¬ 
came her friends and, in a sense, re¬ 
ally educated her, she believes; and 
a third life in her off hours, when 
■be and her girl friend Nelly Bye 
went to parties and pubs. 

*, “We were s pair of going con¬ 
cerns" she lau^is, "but always very 
respectable." They went to the pubs 
at 15 although the age was supposed 
to be 16, but, as she says, Ae En¬ 
glish pubs are quite different. They 
danced, sang, played darts, and 
were entertained by the local talent. 

Her day began at 5 a.m. when 
she took the tube to Covent Garden, 
arriving there at 6. She would 
meet eary morning revellers who 
had earlier attended the opera, she 
listened to rehearsals from Covent 
Garden Opera House and saw pat¬ 
rons sitting on stools waiting to buy 
tickets. The market Itself was never 
closed and the pubs were open 
early. 

With her basket of fresh flowers 
she returned to her regular districts. 
Mill Hill, Finchley, and Woodford. 
She visited, perhaps, as many as W 
bouses in a day. "The English," she 
says, “would rather go without food 
than their bunch at "Oahrs." Her 
customers loved her and her fresh 
and lovely young face must have 
been a pleasure to them as well for 
she kept her customers for more 
than 30 years. She especially 
remembers Kid Berg, a famous bas¬ 
ing champion 25 years ago and Lon¬ 
nie Dcnagon, the famous TV enter¬ 
tainer and Bruce Forsyte who had 
top billing in those days at the Loo- .

*cut out and trapped from one of the wild horse 
bands that ranged over the foothills surrounding 

I XIarn.n Valley. Marron by the way is French Ca¬ 
nadian for wild horse. 

This bunch grass range extended northward, 
crossed Shingle Creek, extended to Trout Creek 
at Summerland, including many of the feeder 
f streams. To the southwest it covered upper Mar- 
s Ton Valley, the fertile moist slopes above Yellow 
Lake on Highway 3a. between Keremeos and Pen- 
’ticton. 

Branching to the left the wild horse bands 
could spend* a few weeks around Nipit Lakes, 
known sis Twin Lakes now. .plucking tasty succu¬ 
lent legumes and. tender shoots that pdpped .up 
' around the shady bonders of the aspen thickets 
’ f that twisted and turned following the uncertain 
« course of Parc Rill. There were watering holes 

{ and salt licks, more than enough for the large 
ntarrombands that roamed the valley. 

* In later years, the Horse Heaven, as I choose 
to call it. of rich gl ass lands became the home- 
sites 1 of men who wanted the best. South, the 
greatest spread of all was headed by that indomi- 
able little ’ iron man,” Val. Hayrfes. fiis dogies 
\ ranged fr»»m White Lake flats to the international 
border. The Gilbert Taylor ranch at Twin Lakes 
^ Was credited with raising the heaviest steers in 
| the southern'Okamigan. 

, , The arrival of foundation stock on the interior 
plateau has been obscurea by time, but the origin 
has been established beyond doubt. These wild 
horses were a small part of natural expansion 
frorri the animals that strayed from Spanish set¬ 
tlements in California and elsewhere. 

After the fur brigades in the early 1880s 
begjan their annual journey from Foi*t Okanogan, 
at Ithe fortes of the Columbia River, into New 
Caledonia \Hth large pack trains it seems likely 
tha{ they were plagued With a variety, of casual¬ 
ties, among the carriers. Each outfit had a farrier 
who acted as veterinarian, but his remedies 
would have, been limited. Since the load was 
worth many times the value of the pack horse, 
rather then delay progress soUme animals were 
left along the way to fend for themsejves. In 
man£ cases it was the abandoned stock or es- 
j j capees which Were responsible for an improved 
progeny ip one or two generations. 

Above Matron Valley where Highway No. 3a 
now threads its way towards wirtding Roadhouse 
Hill, and looking north and west across the gap to 
|,the sage hru^i benches, the vibrant life thaHcov- 
\<ered the hillsPes in yesteryears has gone apd a 
. stillpess hovers behind each thin shadow*. ^ 
Here, just prior to the First W’orld War,, was 
‘found one of the last bands of genuine wild horses 
in British Columbia. 

Little bunches of dynamite, tough and un¬ 
tamed, they ranged the Hills from Marron Lake, 
past Enqas Lake, on bqth sides of the valley. 
They kpeW every break in thp'sunbaked hills, the 
ravinesl and the badger holes. 

The bands were led by majestic stallions who 
^won and kept their harems under control. They 
‘'even posted sentinels on view points to signal 
alarm by whistle-like snoots. 

Before the First Worfii War it was fair game 
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Marron Valley, north from Highway SA.

for anybody to chase and attempt to capture 
these unbranded mavericks. To catch one re¬ 
quired a combination of determination, knowl¬ 
edge of the terrain, a tough, fast saddle horse and 
a lot of luck. Many fruitless days were spent in 
their pursuit on.the s >uthern slope of the moun¬ 
tain. ^ 

Well back in the sage from the valley floor 
there was evidence, at one time, of a major at¬ 
tempt to capture the band. A large corral was 
built from good-sized logs and with long wings 
chiefly constructed of untrimmed smaller trees 
which extended in both directions to form a Y> 
each wing being about 200 yards long. These trees 
must have been hauled a long way from much 
higher on the mountain. 

At the time I first saw it. there had been 
decay and in many places sage brush had grown 
between the fallen lqgs. But there was ample evi¬ 
dence to show that it had once been a lively spot, 
the scepe of exciting moments. The butt ends of 
some of the logs bore initials, brand marks and 
dates reaching back into the 1880s. 

Mystery surrounds this early enterprise. 'Hie 
names of the riders have been lost in the giant 
shuffle, but to many of the unknown cow*pokes a 
wild horse chase was a lot of fun as well as a 


source of''•income, for these w ild cnyuses could 
be sold for from $10 to $15. These little sure¬ 
footed horses served a need in supplying trans¬ 
port for survey parties, material for irrigation 
dams in the hills, to early mining camps and 
’ when well broken for little boys to ride. 

Spring, just after the snow had melted and 
seeped into the dry weathered slopes and bench 
lands, was the accepted time for wild horse 
roundups before the tough little cayuses had re¬ 
gained the strength lost while pawing through 
frozen drifts for scant fodder. This was the time 
when well-fed. glossy-coated cow ponies and their 
fearless riders took this, the best opportunity, to 
stage a successful chase. 

Between 1880 and the turn of the century 
white settlers invaded Horse Heaven. Nearly 
every bit of worthwhile land bordering the wes¬ 
tern boundary of the Penticton Indian Reserve 
had been posted by pre-emptors. 

With the arrival of settlers the heart of Horse 
Heaven was gone and with it the bands of un- 
* tamed mavericks and their beautiful leaders who 
provided thrills and excitement for many young 
staunch-hearted riders, both Indian and white. 

In the Horse Heaven that was Marron Valley

I think it will take a lot of years in 
this evergreen country before we 
forget the first swelling of green 
buds on bare branches.

Nothing can 
number one place in the heart of the 
human animal. Of all natural phe¬ 
nomena this annual rebirth has a 
unique magic. The transition from 
the wet to the dry in the tropics is 
negative by comparison. It causes 
the toad to croak merrily and the 
swallow to dart energetically in toe 
warm air. It turns the wattle trees 
yellow like goldenrod 56 feet high 
but it does little far people beyond 
causing them to heave a big sigh of 
relief. 

This transition is wonderful be¬ 
cause of the things that go away, 
iike the thundering deluge with inun¬ 
dated roads and railways — the 
mosquitoes — the grey skies- 

The fronds of the coconuts are 
hidden in the darkness. I cannot see 
whether they are in their normal 
spoke-like position crowning the trees 
or whether they are being Mown by 
the wind like inside-cut umbrellas. 
Who can tell in this racket whether, 
there is wind out there or not? Who 
can tell whether the sea is calm dr 
whipped up and pounding the beach 
with surf? 

The rain dominates the night with 
its noise and is the way it will 
be for many-'ni^itSyIt will slacken 
during the day pr/rnaybe itop al¬ 
together. It WaiuRvb a breathing 
space to bail boats, grass, clear 
drains, and do the other necessary 
outside chores. It may even stop 
long enough to dry some clothes. 
But it will be back again and it will 
dominate life In the north for next 
few' weeks. 

They say Australia is the land of 
feast or famine, and isn’t it the 
truth. Who would believe that only a 
few months ago when we wanted 
water for our garden we had to go 
looking for it more than 20 feet un¬ 
derground? 

It is over now' — the season of 
rain. North Queensland is relaxing 
in the warmth of its winter sun. 
The giant girhffe-like mechanical 
harvesters are moving out to begin 
the colossal task of gathering the 
record sugar cane crop from the flat 
coastal plain. Somewhere on another 
flat plain it is summer and John and 
Sheena will be far too busy in their 
tree nursery to remember this 
place, which to them must have 
seemed very remote ahd very, very 
.wet.

From then through Jan¬ 
uary and part of February 
the thunderstorms con¬ 
tinue. They are intermit¬ 
tent. Between storms the 
sun shines hotter than 
ever, the river levels drop 
again, but the land is no 
longer dry. Vegetation 
reaches up, growing al¬ 
most visibly. Lawnmowers 
that have been in moth¬ 
balls for months splutter 
back to life. Christmas 
camping trips are rained 
out. Holidays end and 
boys and girls in uniform 
go back to school—bare 
feet sloshing through 
flowirfg gutters — But it 
isn't the wet. 

Sometime in February the sud¬ 
den thunderstorms give way to a 
eentler and more persistent rain — 
perhaps an hour or two of it — 
perhaps a day — and i>eople wonder 
is it the W'et or isn’t it? Then comes 
the deluge and there is no longer 
any doubt. 

I am writing this at 4 a.m. The 
wet started an hour ago and the 
thunder of it on the- r of precludes 
further sleep. It Is too dark to see 
anything outside. The world is all 
sound — th£ thunder of rain — the 
distant roar of the creek in flood — 
the background voice of the mon¬ 
soon toad. 

Our introduction to the wet was 
on an attempt to get to Cairns and 
the Great Barrier Reef in 1962. We 
got within about 100 miles when the 
wet stopped us. We were driving 
along through a pleasant evening 
when there was an explosive crash 
on the roof of our panel van. Sudden¬ 
ly water was cascading all around 
"us. 

There was nothing else to do but 
pull into the side of the road and 
stop. Further driving was no longer 
I»ossible. We had the van equipped 
for sleeping so we went to bed. But, 
like tonight, sleep was not possible 
either. 

At first light we suneyed a very 
very different scene to the one we 
had been driving through•• at dusk. 
We were sitting in a vast shallow 
lake studded with trees, fences, and 
white roadside guideposts. We got 
out of the car and w alked along the 
road through warm water, ankle 
deep for a few hundred yards. 

We came to a place where the 
water was swirling turbulent and 
deep and out of it, half submerged 
and moving slowly towards us, 
came a huge semi-trailer like a pre-

sister and her husband who have 
been visiting and ark due to start 
back today for Vancouver and Ed¬ 
monton. The bus from here to 
Cairns will not be travelling today. 

Our own car is on the other side 
of the swollen river and it won't be 
travelling either because 10 miles erf 
our road is still unsealed and will be 
nothing but a narrow strip of deep, 
slippery mud. That leaves our 


speedboat and the forecast is lor 
rough seas. 

So that is the way Sheena and 
John will start their long journey 
home — in a sloppy ?ea and a cloud 
of salt spray. They can choose for 
themselves when they arrive back in 
Edmonton which they prefer — the

pretend that the wet is nothing to 
worry about is to tell a lie. 

The wet is an extremely powerful. 
and potentially destructive natural 
force. Huge quantities of water surg- • 
ing suddenly through the land can 
and do wash out culverts and 
bridges and roads. They cause land¬ 
slides and generally frustrate those 
who travel by land. Air travel is fine 
if you can get to the airport. 

This is my immediate worry as I* 
sit here drinking coffee and waiting 
for the dawn. Upstairs listening to 
rain being fired at the earth as they 
have never heard it before are my 


about the outside world. They suffer 
toe traditional Australian frustration 
df feeling apart, isolated, out of 
touch. 

Our Canadian visitors are escap¬ 
ing from frost and snow. They come 
to the Australian summer expecting 
it to be like the- Canadian summer, 
which it Mn’L Our ^winter is more 
like the Canadian summer, but 
longer and warmer and drier. Our 
summer is humid and oppressive 
and 'much kinder to the insects than 
to people. Fortunately it doesn't last 
long. 

The wet is not a tota* loss. The 


massive runoff of water from the 
land flushes out the redbream and 
the crabs, and we get a lot of them 
in the fishtrap. It replenishes the 
precious groundwater. It makes the 
sugarcane *grow better than any¬ 
where else in the world. It keeps one 
on one's toes and guards against 
complacency and indolence — haz¬ 
ards of living in the tropicA 

I remember before we left Vic¬ 
toria Pat Thom commenting that she 
could never live in the tropics be¬ 
cause she enjoyed the clearly de¬ 
fined seasons too much. 

Her point was a good one. Hie 
body with all its glands and emotions 
— its aches and pains — its energies 
and urges — becomes accustomed to 


historic amphibian making the tran¬ 
sition from the swamp to the land. 
Somewhere beneath the truck there 
was a bridge but it was out of sight. * 

Obviously we couldn’t continue 
our journey north — I wouldn’t have 
attempted to cross that stream even 
had I still been driving my Amphi- 
car — so we went back to the van 
and retreated southward. 

Rain, was still falling far faster 
than the windshield wipers could 
push it aside. But it was possible to 
drive with the road markers to gi*ide 
us. and the ah' was warm and pikas- , 
ant. N 

Since living in this region w f e 
have come to accept the wet as one 
of the facts of life. What else can one 
do? To pretend that there isn’t going 
to be a wet is to court trouble. To 


Queensland wet or the prairie 
winter. It seems every area has its 
difficult periods — its testing time 
when the weak are sifted out, when 
inadequate equipment breaks down, 
when dreams become nightmares. 

For some reason most of our visi¬ 
tors come at the wrong time of the 
year. The university students from 
Sydney and Melbourne come north 
during the Christmas break to camp 
in coconut oauntry. They run into 
the Christmas thunderstorms and on 
several occasions have' abandoned 
the park for the shelter of our house. 
They spread their sleeping bags on 
the floor when we run out of beds. 

They are an interesting mob, 
these longhaired, questioning, 
searching, concerned students. They 
want to know dll we can tell them 
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today.

PASS 


There was an awful fight in 
the Seventeen Mile Pass on the old 
Sooke deer trail which winds be¬ 
tween low hills, a bloody fight, I dm 
sorry to relate. It was fought long 
ago, before white residents came 
to Sooke District.. 

When, last summer, I was 
mbtocjng young Brian Alexander 
east through the Pass ( I aimed to 
entertain the laddie with the battle 
story, believing that "truth is, 
indeed, stranger than fiction 

“Boy,” I commenced^ “a tribal affair took 
place in this narrow pass in our Sooke hills long- 
ago. It was fought between Vancouver Island and 
Washington Indians.” 

Boy asked: "Who won?’* 

Reluctantly, I repSfed: “Sooke lost.” 

Again, Brian askejJr “What game were they 
playing? (He was fre*sfc from lacrosse winnings.) 

“War,” I answered, and then, for some rea¬ 
son, and I being a pacifist too, I laughed for 
miles, but nary a smUp altered the boy’s) gentle 
face; and, comparii% my own childhood experi¬ 
ences it may be years before he fully understands 
the humor in the short episode. 

T’Soke Indians, I learn, were a strong, brave 
and numerous tribe. Other area tribes could not 
subdue them singly «o they organized and a his¬ 
toric fact is that the Cowichans, the Clallams 
from across Juan de Fuca Strait and the Nit-i- 
nats united to attack the local natives. 

Suspicious' words must have spread because 
T'Sokes assembled below the west side Pass and 
were ready to. defend; their fine fishing grounds, 
the bountiful salmonberry and other fruit crops 
and sheltered hai*»r haven. 

One tribe could not hold against three tribes 
and in the heat of the clash most of the T’Soke In- 
fiians were killed. 

This disgrace w as never ^openly discussed on 
the reserves, either at Sooke Bay or on the Sooke 

River east bank. 

By 1850, there wan quite a large local native 
band. Whan John an J Ann Muir, and family ar-

rued off Sooke from Scotland, June 1, 1849, their 
sloop Harpooner became becalmed. From An¬ 
drew Muir’s diary of the seven-month voyage via 
Cape Horn, I learned that this windless weather 
condition allowed about 40 canoe-loads of. lively 
natives to swarm around the Harpooner, and 
when it was evident that some of them would ac¬ 
tually climb on board, the "women folk were or¬ 
dered below deck.” However, son Andrew further 
records that “the foray ended peacefully.” 

Goodridge Island in the Sooke upper basin 
had proof of Indian tree, burials, and not long ago, 
mounds on Whiffin Spit also showed last resting 
places. 

Clam shell piles along the Sooke River mouth, 
on Billings and on Whiffin Spit indicate native 
feast areas. 

A dear woman and immaculate homemaker, 
Mrs. Agnes George, told me that, at one time, the 
rocky point sea area at the Whiffin Spit neck was 
once farm land with an orchard and she can 
remember this topographical fact. Over the years 
erosion has allowed the sea to edge up to high 
bluffs and a rocky point is interesting at low tide. 

Agnes George remembers that lumber for an 
Indian house was procured from the Muir family 
Sooke mill in the western cove and she also tells 
me that her folks bought farm produce from the 
Robert Muir property centred in the district Her 
maiden name was George, no relation to her hus¬ 
band, Louis George. 

I clearly remember Agnes George’s mother- 
in-law’s mother, Katie or Kitty, who spent much 

\ • , '! 


time on the Sooke reserves and who often 
crouched inside my parents' door, where, in si¬ 
lence, she enjoyed a cup of tea. A visit from 
Katie, was, to my early childhood a sensitive ex¬ 
perience and I noticed the little woman’s slim 
hands and bare feet protruding from several pet¬ 
ticoats. 

Mrs. Mary George was mother-in-law to 
Agnes, and her mother was Katie. Their descen- 
dents are fine people, artistic, very rhythmical, 
with pleasant dispositions. 

John and Ann Muir, who hailed from Ayr¬ 
shire, Scotland, did not wholly approve of main¬ 
taining T’Sokp as their home address, so they 
changed it to Sooke. John Muir, Jr., who had ap¬ 
prenticed as a chemist, agreed that the name, 
Sooke, "looked better in print.” The 1872 Muir 
diary reads the name, Soke. 

Indians employed on the Muir farm in the 
turnip and potato fields, in the lumber mill and in 
peeling bark were paid cash, as were also the 
Victoria-Sooke native paddlers for the cargo 
passenger canoes. 

Astounding wage scales arc recorded in my 
ancestral diaries. In the year 1865, each oxen 
teamster received $50 a month and a carpenter 
540. Cordwood brought $1.50 a cord. Barrel staves 
for the Sandwich Island molasses trade were in 
demand. 

High tides on Whiffin Spit, inside, brought 
deep water where hemlock logs could be edged to 
shore. Later the bark was peeled and then piled 
on shipping barges. One hundred and fifty cords 
of hemlock bark brought $8.50 a cord delivered to 
Victoria. 

Wooden boxes for Samuel Nesbitt’s biscuit 
firm, 525 boxes for a shoe factory and some for a 
Store Street baker, all Victoria businesses, re¬ 
quired planed Muir Mill lumber. 

Three northern Indians who walked the Vic¬ 
toria-Sooke rough trail were given four months’ 
employment with Sooke’s first white family. 

West, downhill from the Sooke Mountain 
Pass, Edward Cutler, about 1894, built the Royal 
Ensign Hotel. It was a stopping place for many 
travellers. Here, one could procure hot stones far 
foot warmth in a cart or wagon. Because I was 
brought up on after-dinner conversation as an en¬ 
tertainment I recall hearing about too hot stones 
setting fire to the wagon robes. 

For many years, Mrs. Mary Elizabeth Fraser 
Jackson, owned the hotel, which she named the 
Seventeen Mile House. Mrs. Jackson, remembered 
by many Sooke residents, attended every Sooke 
function, especially if it were sponsored by the 
Sooke and North Sooke Women’s Institute, of 
which she was a colorful and most valuable and 
generous member. 

When Mrs. Edith Mary Wilson, widow of 
Charles Wilson, operated the hotel at the Pass, 
she reverted to the famous name of Royal Ensign 
Hotel. The late Mrs. Wilson improved the struo-

tare over her 30 years' proprietary. Of coarse the 
upper and lower verandahs had to be torn away 
as the highway was widened, and the main en¬ 
trance was altered to the west side, all for the 
better. The attractive signs hang high on the east 
and on the west side walls. 

Not long ago, Charles (Chuck» Wilson, grand¬ 
son of the long-time owner, was named owner of 
the Royal Ensign Hotel. 

His father. “Bill” Wilson, a splendid singer, 
was, for a time, resident with his mother on Fel¬ 
ton Road, Sooke, when he was a close friend of 
the late G. H. Radford, of Sooke. 

About the year 1923, the first North Sooke 
school was built on a site east of the Seventeen 
Mile House. James Veitch, who arrived at North 
Sooke in 1892. to farm, gave the location so long 
as it was for School use. 

The first North Sooke school teacher was 
Charles H. R. Pillar, and his devoted landlady 
was Mrs. Mary Jackson. 

Clever students come from one-room eight- 
grade schools, and so it was in 1923. 

Mr. Pillar tells me that his first students 
were May Diplock, Fred Diplock. the late 
Dorothy Doran. Frances, Phyllis. Robert, and 
William Neil. Wilfred Sawyer and Peggy Seward. 
Other pupils enrolled at the school during Mr. 
Pillar's four years’ teachership were Malcolm 
Lorimer. George Lorimer (a Second World War 0 
casualty > and Duncan Lorimer. now Victoria 
High School principal, Edna Irving, the Brothers 
children and Some younger Neils. 

Trustees of North Sooke School were such his¬ 
toric people as Mrs. Mary Jackson. Mrs. Jack 
Doran and John Allis. 

The assisted school was a small wooden 
frame structure which would not accommodate 
more than 20 pupils. During one Christmas school 
concert? a traditional event for country schools, 
some guests had to View it from outride the win¬ 
dows. and through the open back door. 

Inspector A. C. Stewart, still remembered by 
rrftmy, visited the school. 

One morning Charles Pillar was persuaded to 
partake of an extra cup of coffee, so when he ar¬ 
rived at his school rather late he found the wait¬ 
ing, inspector. Although embarrassed, the teacher 
was relieved that the tardiness was not men¬ 
tioned in the inspector’s report. 

During >Ir. Pillar's regime a basketball 
league for boys and girls was formed. Teams 
from Sooke. North Sooke. Happy Valley and 
Langford Schools were included. Games were 
played oti outdoor courts, except at Sooke. where 
Charter’s Hall housed the various quintettes. 

The annual school picnic for district shcools 
was held at Sooke River Flats, the scene now of 
All Sooke Day. Schools taking part were Sooke 
(1872>. East Sooke. (1888), Otter Point, an old 
school, and North Sooke. ^ 

For a school sport meet, the late Thomas F. 
Wright, donated a cup for competition and it was 
. first won by North Sooke, Mr. Pillar happily tells 
me. He explained that, as the schools were of* 
very uneven registration the points they scored 
were divided by the number registered, thus the 
smallest School had jus as good a chance of win¬ 
ning as the largest school, and so it turned out to 
be. 

Mr. Pillar, now retired in Vernon. B.C., says 
that North Sooke teachers following him were 
Leslie Matthews and Thomas Warder. 

Consolidation and bus transportation in Sooke 
District, in 1946, caused one-room schools at Muir 


The area known as Sooke was once known as Soke, 
after T’Soke Indian tribe.

This historical article tells of an Indian massacre in 
the Seventeen Mile Pass — it relates Imttan affairs 
and it gives North Sooke School history.

North and East Sooke 
to close. Thus ended the thrill for a first grader 
at having spontaneous scholastic assistance from 
a grade eighter.

How did T’Soke warriors assemble near the 
Pass?

Its terminus forms 
some waterfalls and empties into Hutchinson 
Cove, where many Indian canoes could quietly as¬ 
semble. 


My little Inverness grandmother Mrs. Rob¬ 
ert (Christina) Muir, comforted my lonely isolat¬ 
ed childhood by re-telling local happenings. Na¬ 
tives never troubled her. She told me swarms of 
Washington and Vancouver Island Indians, in 
early summer, came by large canoes to collect 
yellow and red Sooke salmonberries. On one oc¬ 
casion, some of them gathered at her Springside 
home area where her youngest child, little Chris¬ 
tina, was playing. The visitors circled the child 
and then passed her one to the other until the 
unharmed little one was brought into the house. 

I remember the aged Chief Louis Lazaar of 
the Sooke Clan. I also remember his son. Chief 
Andrew Lazaar, a fine looking native with good 
skin and dignity of carriage. As far as I know, bis 
brother, Frances, was never chief. 

Eddy George, a well known man and brother- 
in-law to Mrs. Agnes George was Sooke Chief 
from 1956 to 3962. 

Chief James Cooper now is head of the local 
group, caring for what needs it may have. His 
maternal grandfather was Andrew Lazaar and 


fifth generation, all good looking people. Mrs. 
White was a good woman. 

I learn that there are some Spanish Words in

At twilight I motored Boy west through the 
Pate; the rock sides were the color of blue slate 
to match the mottled sky which predicted shower

Now flour is ground from a great many dif¬ 
ferent grains and baked in many shapes axul •. 
forms. Bread is known* and- eaten around the 
world. 

In honor of this important food., the United 
States last year, declared a Day of Spread .*®^part 
of a week long harvest festival. 

% Bread making at home can be an act of devo¬ 
tion to one’s family. We agree with Lewis Carrol 
who wrote in Alice in Wonderland: “A loaf of 
bread,” the walrus said, "is what we chiefly 
need.”^ , 

Baking your own bread has at least two 
advantage* ... it brings a lovely aroma into 
your houae and it endears you to your family. 
Bread making Is creative and once you have 
learned to make a basic loaf your imagina¬ 
tion can take over and it will be no trick at 
all to transform the daily bread into all sorts 
of unexpected, unhackneyed products. 

Yesterday I made up two yeast recipes which 
I think ideal for the beginner. Both are what we 
call “Batter” Bread and Rolls. Both are delicious 
and easy, easy. 

With” batter bread or rolls there is no 
kneadiagmt all and the dough has only to rise 
once instead of twice. Both products are ex¬ 
cellent. 


BASIC BATTER BREAD ... 1 cup milk 
scalded, 2 Tbsp. sugar, 1 Tb$p. salt, 2 pkgs. dry 
yeast or 2 Tbsp. billk yeast, 2 Tbsp. margarine, 1 
cup warm water and 4% cups unsifted Hour. 
Scald the milk and pour over sugar, salt aijd 
margarine. Stir to melt margarine and dissolve 
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sugar. Meanwhile pour the warm water^jp a 
warm bowl. Stir in yeast. When milk mixture is 
lukewarm stir in the yeast which has dissolved in 
the warm water. Now beat in 2 cups of the flour. 
Beat well until nice and smooth. Gradually stir in 
remainder of flour. Mix well. The dough will be 
quite stiff and sticky. Divide into two very well 
greased loaf pans or round casseroles. Pjess the 
dough down evenly into the paqs with the back of 
a spoon. Smooth a little salad-oil over tops. Let 
rise in a warm place until doubled in bulk and 
nice and light. Bake in a preheated 375 degree F. 
oven for about 50 minutes or until golden brown. 
Cool on wire rack. 

I added half cup wheat germ to my batter 
with the first two cups flour. I didn’t change any 
of the other measurements. This adds extra flavor 
and gives a slight cream dng* 4o the baked loaf. 
If desired you could add eitijw raisins or grated 
cheese to one of tfee-Ag^res.,, • • 1 cup grated 
cheese or half cup raisfito to fSlf the batter.

• B.<C. Permanent, Loan Building, as it inched slow¬ 
ly'upwards to. its full height of 10 stories. Since 
then, just a few years ago, it inched slowly down¬ 
wards, * and another notable landmark dis¬ 
appeared. 

At the northwest comer of Rose and Hillside, 

«there "is an old, old building where .one may now 
purchase used car parts. Sixty years or more 
ago, it was Dedville and Sons, family grocers. A 
sign, now barely readable, high up on the ornate 
‘ginger-bread' roof, proclaims the fact that once, 
long ago, these premises were occupied by 

“DEAVtLLE <jo. supply stores grocer¬ 
ies AND PROVISIONS." Alfred Deavilie was the 

propftetor, and lived at 664 Gorge Road, right 
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across die street from Che Centennial church, 
which he attpnded. 

One wonders if Mr. Deaville’s store was simi¬ 
lar to those we no\* see an TV. with its pickle 
barrel, hand coffee grinder, barrel of ginger 
snaps and imposing counter scales. There was no 
such thing as a check-out-desk. The customer 
wouldn’t have had the audacity to go behind the 
counter and help himself. You consulted your 
shopping list, asked the grocer for what you 
wanted, and he’d hand it to you — or put it on ; the 
side for future delivery, perhaps in one of Ma- 
ble's ‘express’ wagons. 

The Deavilie grocery store and the sign over 
it. were there long before the streetcar made its 
first momentous run up Hillside Avenue, which 
was Nov. 29. 1912. However, the Victoria and Sid¬ 
ney Railway, whose terminal was on the site of 
the existing Centennial Square parkade. ran up 
Fisgard Street, past the old St. John's ‘iron’ 
church, and then turned, with a big. sweeping 
curve onto Blanshard. Cutting through at an 
angle where Holyrood House is now located, it 
puffed and chugged up Rose Street, right past 
Deaville’s store. Hillside Avenue was its first stop 
after leaving town. 

Perhaps, if it was raining, people would go in¬ 
side Deaville’s friendly store, sneak a biscuit 
from the barrel, and wait f6r the train. TV fans, 
please note: ahy resemblance of the foregoing to 
Sam Drucker’s General Store in Hooterville and 
the Cannonball is purely coincidental. 

It was Mr. Deavilie who was responsible for 
inaugurating Victoria's first radio station. CFCT. 
One of the most delightful programs ever put on

by this or. for that matter, any other radio sta¬ 
tion.; was REMINISCENCES OF OLD VILTORIA 
by the Stevenson Players. That was back in the 
early 1930s. 

Proceeding still further easl on Hillside, 
across Cedar Hill Road and down towards the 
shopping centre, there is a brown-shingled house 
which presumably was once upon a time a corner 
store. On its weather-beaten side, one can still 
see in faded, barely legible letters, the four 
words: ASK FOR HANBURY’S GOLDEN — and 
there the sign ends. What followed was obliterat¬ 
ed by a window which was added years later. A 
newcomer, or perhaps someone riot so new. might 
be tempted to ask. "Golden—what?” J 

I wonder how many readers remember play¬ 
ing as children in the newly-opened North Park, 
lfrter to become Central Park, and sniffing the 
delightful aroma of freshly-baked bread as it 
wafted over the swings and chute-the-chutes from 
David Hanbury’s Golden West Bakery fft the 
comer of Princess and Quadra Streets? The 
building is still there, little changed outwardly. 
exce^St that in the comer window there is no more 
the tempting display of cakes and cookies, enough 
to make any child’s mouth water in anticipation. 
^ especially if commissioned to buy a chocolate 
I^yer cake on the way bonje. Sometimes, at the 
rear of the building, truckloads qf flour could be 
seen unlpading. soon to be incarnated into 
crusty loaves of golden bread. 

Another partly-obliterated sign, this time on 
the east side of Government Street, between 
l Yates and Johnson, bears just the four letters. 
ROMA. This was the site of the old Romano

theatre. Perhaps, long years ago, it was here that 
Charlie Chaplin performed his side-splitting 
antics on the silent £treen, while the lovely Mary 
Pickford brought forth romantic sighs from soul¬ 
ful swains. -The theatre, with its plush seats, 
stage and balcony have long since gone, and mod¬ 
ern stores have taken its place. But the old sign, 
or at least part of it, still remains as mute testi¬ 
mony to a bygone era of entertainment. 

Just behind the Romano Theatre, at the back 
of the Duck Building on Broad Street, one can 
still partly decipher the words, HOTEL NES¬ 
BITT BAR AND GRILL. Just who Mr. Nesbitt 
was, and what happened to his hotel, is buried in 
antiquity. Old records show that the Canada Hotel 
once occupied this location. One thing is certain 
however, Mr. Nesbitt's competitors, such as the 
Dominion and Empress Hotels, have long outlast¬ 
ed him. But his sign is still there, fading slowly 
with each passing year. 

There is still another intriguing sign, this 
time on the east side of Store Street, just past the 
E. and N. Railway station. It reads: FLOUR 
AND FEED, SCOTT AND PEDEN, HAY AND 
GRAIN. For the past several decades, Scott and 
Peden, now Buckerfield's, have occupied the fine 
building at the comer of Pandora Avenue and 
Store Street John Scott lived at 1147 Fort Street 
and his partner, William Peden at 2415 Fern wood 
Road—which must have really been out in the 
country in those days. Between them they found¬ 
ed the pioneer firm of Scott and Peden’s feed 
store. 

Times have changed since then. Their new 
building was erected and during the war years, 
many hard-to-get grocery commodities were 
available over their spacious counters. They have 
since discontinued the grocery side of their busi¬ 
ness and have changed their name. But die old 
weather-beaten sign, highup on the roof of their 
original location, lingers on and on. 

If you want some job printing done, or rubber 
stamps made, don’t go to Sweeney and McCon¬ 
nell’s on Langley Street, even though their sign is 
both painted in huge white letters on the wall and 
is inlaid in blue and white tile in the doorway. 
They have been out of business for many years. 
The clatter of printing presses is no longer heard 
there and rubber stamps aren’t made there any 
more. But the sign remains and no doubt will 
continue to do so for many years to come, unless 
painted out or the building falls to the wrecker. 
One occasionally reads in die papers of big future 
developments planned for that area. 

Some signs are so old and illegible as to defy 
definition. Such as one just inside an alley in the 
500 block, Johnson Street. It reads in part EM¬ 
PIRE POOL" and below this is a conglomeration 
of what appears to be Egyptian hieroglyphics 
which would require an archeologist to translate. 
Anybody ever play pool in an alley off Johnson 
Street? 

There are other signs too, unlettered and un- 
painted signs of a bygone era in Victoria’s history 
such as streetcar track at the former Uplands car 
terminus. Four lengths of track are clearly visi¬ 
ble even yet where the cars used to cross over 
the boulevard and the sidewalk. Unused for near¬ 
ly a quarter of a century, they are partly over- 
grown with grass and are slightly rusting away 
into oblivion. 

At the extreme north end of a parking lot, 
close by Oakiands Chapel, on Fern wood Road, is 
part of a cement driveway. It is very inconspic¬ 
uous, and doubtless hundreds and perhaps thou¬ 
sands of people have walked over it on their way 
to church without realizing that, 40 or 50 years 
ago, this formed the entrance to the old Oakiands 
fire hail. It was a tall, green-shingled building, 
located at this precise spot. When a fire alarm 
sounded, the firemen would slide down their shiny 
brass pole, leap into their truck and with hose 
and helmets, drive off over this very pavement 

Buried beneath a tangle of bush and weeds on 
Tyee Road are massive concrete blocks in which 
are embedded rusting bolts. These once formed 
the engine beds for air compressors and other 
heavy machinery of the Foundation Company 
which, between the years of 1917 and 1920, built 29 
wooden steamers for the British and French gov¬ 
ernments. It is very doubtful if any of the ships 
remain, or if they do, they are most likely rotting 
hulks on some distant shore.' 

But still, relics of the once-thriving industry 
that built them can still be seen—if you know 
where to look for than.

Cawston, B.C., near the Inter¬ 
national border, made headlines 
recently with the gallant battle of 
its citizens against the floodwaters 
of the Similkameen Riyer, in the 
spring of 1972. This was their third 

outsize overflow. 

- 

In 1894. water came up-to-the doprsilis of the 
ranchhouse, the yard fowl and pigs had to swim 
for their lives, while the “R” hands went to the 
rescufe of their stock by democrat. In 1948 the 
scene wasi repeated though with modern over¬ 
tones. That time a half dozen, or so. families took 
to the Bench and waited out this inconvenience 
in tents and abandoned sheepsheds. 

As news -of such local crises are more or less 
confined to the area affected, it is unlikely' that 
the residents in Cawston. in Norfolk, England. 

5 have ever been aware of their namesake in our 
westernmost province of Canada. Though there is 
a difference of more than 800 years in their ages, 
nevertheless these two communities could chroni¬ 
cle interesting (and sometimes facetious) paral¬ 
lels in custom and in history. More inefesting. 
perhaps, because they are without any coinci¬ 
dence in era or intent. 

Each is named after a pioneer resident. 

Before the Norman conquest of England in 
1066. invaders from the continent gave their own 
names to their primitive holdings. The site of 
their Cawston was originally recorded as Half's 
tun. The name ! of its first resident went through 
successive variations from Caupstuna to Costain 
go Chauston to Causton de Cawston. etc. Eventu¬ 
ally, descendants of this family moved out to the 
southeastern counties of Suffolk. Essex, Surrey 
and'', Wiltshire. 

We are tojd that" after William the Conqueror 
had become suitably dbmiciled and acknowledged 
by each vassal, duke and lord, his next chore 
‘was to take stock of the extent-of his new 
dominion. His domesday book became England’s 
first ^imi^ptory of national wealth." Their first 
white paper, you might say. , 

Li it there Is a description of the ‘‘royal Manor 
and Park at Caupstuna. covering 11 carucates of 
land and 80 acres of pasture.” In Fairbank’s 
Book of Crests, the Cawston coat-of-arms is de¬ 
scribed: “In front of an oak. tree ppr. a falcon 
arg.. charged on the wing with a crossiet. sa.. 
preying on a hare, azure. Schou. S$hou." 

Back now to British Columbia. In 1884, 
Richard Lowe Cawston (better known as “R.L."». 
in partnership with the widow of his uncle. Wil¬ 
liam Lowe, purchased 5.341 acres from the first 
white settler in the Similkameen—Francis Xavier 
Richter. (The latter’s youngest son, Frank, has a 
home in Cawston and was our present minister of 
mines- and transport, i In 1864. Richter had come 
in with his partner, a Swiss by the name of King, 
who was a packer for the Hudson's Bay Company. 
He lived'there for 20 years, then sold out and 
moved to his other ranch on the Richter Pass, 

The year following.' his purchase. "ILL.” 
brought his Ontario bride. Mary Ann (nee F^ear- 
sofl) to the new. weather-boarded log house, built 
in 1883 by Mr. Richter. They raised a family of 
four sons and now their great-grandchildren live 
in.the original ranchhouse. The youngest, and 
remaining son. Gint (A.H.) is both owner and res¬ 
ident. The fourth namesake and direct descend¬ 
ant of the first "R.L.” lives in Smithers, B.C. 

In 1916, the village and new post office of Caw- 
s:on were named officially, and thus forged the 
h^torical link with that English village of the 
same name. For “R.L./6” grandfather, John 
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Cawston. had immigrated from Wiltshire to Strat¬ 
ford. Ontario, in 1825. 

No Domesday book, of course, but certainly as 
official is the minute-book of the first Cawston 
Board of Trade, formed in 1919. NaJnes and oc¬ 
cupations of its 33 members are listed and com¬ 
pile a record of statistical and reference value. 

Let’s compare the components of these pio¬ 
neer villages: Their bygone roads, railways, 
dwellings, churches, schools and — ah y£s— trees. 

The venerable edifices of England are a major 
part of its charm and historical significance. 
Cawston of Norfolk has its share. Today its most 
significant building is St. Agnes’ Church. Except 
for upkeep and minor restoration, it has changed 
little over the six centuries since it was built. Its 
hammer-beam roof, fine Flemish paintings on the 
rood screen and its 120-foot tower with eight bells 
are still in good condition. Near the church is 
part of the first school, erected in the compara¬ 
tively recent year of 1871. The old Plough Inn. 
used as a guildhall of the Plough Guild in medi¬ 
eval days, still stands. Flemish weavers who 
came to the area at that time have left their 
mark on the old-time gables of shops and dwell¬ 
ings. 

The Manor House and park site were de¬ 
scribed in 1592 as ‘‘much delapidated," and the 
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former has long since gone to earth. The Domes¬ 
day Survey contains numerous references to the 
park and oekwoods where pigs were kept and the 
figure given for Cawston is the largest in the 
county. 

A small wood remains, considerably reduced 
in size during the past 25 years, but still contain¬ 
ing a fair number of oak trees. Even in the 1870s, 
attendance at the school was~affected by the an¬ 
nual acorn-gathering by the children. 

South of the Cawston College grounds can be 
seen traces of the ancient Roman Road dating 
back to the early part of the first century A.D. Of 
more recent abandonment are the antiquated 
branches of the Great Eastern and East Midland 
Railway which were discontinued in 1952. 

Back again to our town. Here also a few trees 
remain of a notable and diminishing woods — the 
quaking-aspen (and haunted) grove by the 
“slough.” From 1860-66 their abundant acreage 
was the site of a Hudson’s Bay trading and "hold¬ 
ing-post.” Spare horses and supplies for its bri¬ 
gade traders were kept, there. Roderick MacLean 
was factor during that time. 

One account calls this part of the valley 
“a good wintering-place.” Apparently there 
was no need of a stockade or military para¬ 
phernalia. The only other inhabitants — a small 
band of Salish Indians — were friendly and trust¬ 
worthy. In 1886 a new “post” was built at Kere- 
meos and the old one aJtondoned. In 1871 the new 
one was also closed down. 

Additions to the 90-year-old ranchhouse have 
been made from time to time. Around 1903-04. 
Mrs. Lowe had it painted railroad-red. In 1955 
this well-known Similkameen landmark was cov- 
% ered with grey asbestos siding, a concession to 
progress. 

As tq village schools, we begin to compete 
more chronologically with Cawston, Eng. Six 
miles south of.the ranch, the first school was built 
in 1892, but there was no effort made to preserve 
it. One room of the third school, buift in 1946, 
has been incorporated into the Community Halk 
(Their church, built in 1946, is not yet eligible 
for pioneer annals.) 

> However, the good folk of Cawston do live on 
the outskirts of-an “ancient” road. Officially it is 
called the Hope-Princeton Highway, but off-the- 
record by less tactful names, due mainly to the 
manner and procrastination of its building. Un¬ 
counted years ago it began as an Indian trail of 
commerce which, by 1846, began to evolve for the 
benefit of fur brigades. Finally in 1949, it lay 
paved and available to all travellers. 

> Once upon a time (along with its English 
cousin) Cawston could boast of its railway link 
with the outside. In 1908-09, a Great Northern 
Railway spur was laid from Oroville, Wash., to 
Princeton, B.C. There its complement of passen¬ 
gers and livestock could connect with the Kettle 
Valley Railroad from the interior and thence to 
the coast via the Coquahalla Pass. f Another im¬ 
portant service it provided was the transportation 
of concentrates from the Hedley mines to the 
smelter in Tacoma, U.S.A.,In time these mines 
closed down (1955) and the new Hope-Princeton 
road cancelled the need of rail transportation. 
Today it makes spasmodic runs to Keremeos. 
which is the obvious reason for its local syn¬ 
onym of ‘The Great Now and Then.” Both Caw¬ 
ston towns are noted for the success and variety 
of their annual fairs. 

Through the centuries Cawston, Norfolk, pub¬ 
licized its agricultural pursuits by means of three 
fairs and a market. First the October Fair and 
then the Market (held on Tuesday) began in 
•1253 in the reign of Henry 'ill, bringing farmer 
and villager together for their mutual benefit. In 
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ones in the museiyn garden grew 
along the bedding planes at the 
sandstone. 

The pitted surfaces or honey¬ 
comb formations in some ot the.con¬ 
cretions is caused by differential 
weathering. Pits begin to fond 
where the rock is softer or relatively 
mare soluble than the surrounding 
rock. Once started, the pit* are 
enlarged by the waves and currents 
w ashing loose sand around the pit. 

This beach on the east side of 
Denman is only one of several con¬ 
taining interesting concretions on 
this island. The many varied sand¬ 
stone shapes and hdlows of this pax* 
ticular type of rock leaves one mar¬ 
velling at the natural sculpture of 
the elements. ,

Meanwhile, to settle its whereabouts once 
and for all, please consult your map. 


1294, Edward I on a hunting trip to Cawston, 
granted a license for their St. Agnes’ Day Fair. 

Biggest and best of all was the Sheep Fair 
held annually in August on Fairstead Field—the 
first one in 1725. Marshall’s Rural Economy of 
Norfolk, published in 1787, gives a detailed ac¬ 
count of this fair, and describes it as "the 
greatest sheep-show in the country.” If we dis¬ 
count smuggling, then sheep and their by¬ 
products were the mainstay of this locality during 
the Middle Ages: County Fairs of various kinds 
are still popular. Today a magazine called The 
Norfolk Fair is published bi-monthly at Cucumber 
Lane, Norwich. ‘ 

As long as a Similkameen rancher can grow a 
bigger spud or a redder apple than his neighbor, 
there will be annual fair in Cawston, B.C. It is 
held in September and draws a full quota of ex¬ 
hibitors and visitors (many of the latter from 
rival districts). Organized in 1920 by the Cawston 
Branch of the International Women’s Institute, 
the Cawston Fair intends to preserve its reputa¬ 
tion of the best fair in the Similkameen. The 
usual prizes are given for produce (raw and 
preserved), flowers, home-baking, handicrafts, 
hobbies, 4H calves and displays of schoolwork. 

And now to close with a spot of name-drop- 
ping. 

In this respect, of course, England holds aces 
and spades over her “colonies.” Though their 
earliest breadwinners made do with bearskin 
tunics and boar-hide sahdals, ours arrived here 
nattily clothed in the weskit-cum-trouser fashion 
of their day. Cawston, Norfolk (with no record of 
favoritism) entertained the cream of foreign visi¬ 
tors, royalty, smugglers, titled duellists, banished 
dukes and highwaymen. Cawston, B.C., I fear

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plcrers, representatives of the Crown, lesser 
ticians, missionaries and several big-game hunt¬ 
ers of some repute — including one Crown 
Prince. 

Sir Clive Phillips-Wolley in his book. A 
Sportsman’s Eden, published in 1888, describes 
his encounter with another hunting party in the 
Ashnola Mountains being "guided by the jovial 
Mr. Cr" < "R. L.”) And it is reported that Crown-c 
Prince Ferdinand of Austria «yes, that one once) 
bagged a few big-horn on a similar expedition and 
location.

About a ton of Denman Island is displayed in the 
the rock gardens in front of the provincial museum in 
Victoria. The ton is in the form of sandstone concretions 
taken in the summer of 1968 from the beaches on the 
east side of Denman where the south crossroad meets 
East Road. A small plaque reading: "sandstone concre¬ 
tions, Denman Island" labels the pile of flying saucer¬ 
like rocks. 


George McCabe, then resident 
engineer erf Courtenay, directed 
Denman Island road foreman 
Walter Millard, to bring a load of 
the particular concretions to Cour¬ 
tenay for shipment to Victoria. The 
architects of the new museum be¬ 
came interested in the Denman con¬ 
cretions after consultation with geol¬ 


ogists from the department of mines 
and petroleum resources of Vict>ria. 

Mr. Millard and his brother. Ed, 
drove down onto the beach and with 
a front-end loader lifted the large 
rocks onto the truck. 

"It was a terribly hot day, 1 
remember,” said Walter. 

"We had to be very careful while 
loading and unloading the sandstone 


because bumping it was inclined to 
knock off chunks.*’ 

According to James T. Fyles, ge¬ 
ologist from the department of 
mines, these concretions are formed 
during tbe process of lithifaction of 
sand. Some concretions have hard 
centres* fossils, or small cobbles at 
the centre. The rocks of Denman 
are Upper Cretaceous in age (90 
million years old) and were deposit¬ 
ed on or near a seashore much like 
the present. 

By burial, the unconsolidated 
sand was converted to, sandstone 
and in the j>rocess water trapped in 
the sand dissolved some of the ma¬ 
terials (mainly lime and silica) and 
redep^sited it in favorable sptes. De¬ 
position commonly begins around a 
nucleus such as a fossil or a bit of 
mineral. In h unogeneous layers 
under uniform conditions spherical 
concretions wHl form.

Author Rodin did a terrific job of 
research, leaving no stone unturned, 
so to speak in his desire to present 
th# whole picture, as he saw it. This 
is not necessarily as others see it. 

•The book is windy in the ex¬ 
treme. The author used 10 words 
where two or three would have 
done, making the work more easy to 
read. The windiness means that peo¬ 
ple not too keenly interested in poli¬ 
tics will find it a bit of a bore, and 
quickly turn the pages, without 
digesting them. 

I have not found it one bit boring, 
but that could be because I have 
been dabbling for years on the 
fringes of politics and all the people 
in the book are familiar to me. 

Rodin, from his writing in this 
book, appears a socialist of sorts, 
which is quite all right, of course. 

But he strives, it seems to me, to 
give the impression that all support¬ 
ers of what we call capitalism are 
only out to feather their own finan¬ 
cial nests, which is not at all the 
case. 

Hence, because -of what appears 
hij political belief, the title: The 

Rush for Spoils. 

There are many extravagances 
in writing in this book, as if the au¬ 
thor had been carried away by the 
weight of his own verbosity. 

For instance, on the ,defeat of the 
Conservatives in 1916, and the tak¬ 
ing over by the Liberals: 

“The Liberal purity crew faced a 
huge task, since McBride and 
Bowser had abandoned the rotting * 
and sinkipg ship of state in turbulent 
high seas. 

“Government finances were, in 
shambles. The flow of revenue from 
the sale of capital assets had slowed 
to a trickle- and was insufficient to 
support the heavy expenditure on 
bits of roads, rickety foot bridges, 
and little court houses. 

“Nor could the meagre revenue 
flow sate the appetite of. the political 
,termites who had gnawed at the 
public edifice for decades. 

“The labor movement, stung by 
conscription, rising prices and in¬ 
dustrial dislocation, began to stir 
and clamor for redress. 

“The moralists, feminists, proho- 
bitionists and political parsons, who 
had driven the money lenders from 
the temple, glared with sullen eyes, 
waiting anxiously for the reign of 
virtue. 4 

“Harlan Brewster (first B.C Lib-. 
eral. premier), the stout, shrewd 
canner, was faced with an enormous 
task of political fumigation.” 

All this, it must be admitted, is 


putting words together in breath¬ 
taking style, almost in wild mumbo- 
jumbo. 

It is enjoyable, but far-fetched. 

There are many such passages, 
and reading them puts one on a diz¬ 
zying merry-go-round entertaining 
as that merry-go-round may be. 

Rodin describes 1928-33 Premier 
Simon Fraser Tolmie as “British 
Columbia’s Calvin Coolidge, a bluff, 
genial buffalo (whose) rustic meta¬ 
phors and bovine homilies sufficed 
at Board of Trade meetings and 
Aggie Fairs.” 

What similarity there was be¬ 
tween Coolidge and Tolmie I cannot 
fathom, and the writer does not ex¬ 
plain. 

Could it be that Tolmie was elect¬ 
ed premier when Coolidge was pres¬ 
ident? That’s the only point I can 
see where the paths of these two 
crossed, and then, hardly at all. 

This fascinating windiness con¬ 
tinues throughout the book. 

Rodin tells of a visit to London of 
1903-15 Premier Richard McBride: 
“The vain colonial premier was de¬ 
lighted with his reception by govern¬ 
ment officials, and gentlemen inves¬ 
tors, who perceived the fortune to be 
made in the distant wilderness. 

“McBride visited the opera, 
feasted at banquets given by gaunt 
gentlemen with itchy palms, ban¬ 
tered at crumpet sessions, titillated 
the corseted ladies who admired his 
easy grace and puffy face, shook 
hands, and rubbed shoulders with 
the high and the mighty.” 

This is fancy writing, and it 
brings on guffaws, but I think it 
gives a wrong impression of 
McBride. 

He doted on British imperialists, 
true; he was in l>ve with London, 
and he apparently bowed low before 
royalties, but he never lost the com- * 
mon touch, or the ability to get right 
down to earth with the humblest 
British Columbian of w hich class he 
was one, and he never forgot it. , 

And — did McBride have a puffy 
face? And, if so, why would the cor- J 
seted ladies in London admire it? 

Did they think it, if indeed it did 
exist, that it made him a devil with 
the ladies? 

Here’s another extravagance, . 
though it reads well: "Bowser had 
tired of vegetating among the rhodo¬ 
dendrons and gooseberries in the 
hillside gardens adjoining his beauti¬ 
ful residence, Buncrana,’ on Rock¬ 
land Avenue in Victoria. (This house 
is on Terrace Avenue, a small de¬ 
tail, perhaps, but nonetheless impor¬ 
tant in the preservation of history.) 

“And he was sick of staid lun-

cheons, repleted with steamed spin¬ 
ach and loganberries at the Union 
Club, where he chatted and snorted 
with other gentlemen and specula¬ 
tors. 

“The Kaiser wanted action. He 
w-as back doing what He enjoyed 
doing most, plotting.” (never before 
was Bowser called the Kaiser.) 

A further example erf literary 
windiness: “It w’as apparent — that 
few members of the Legislature 
were willing to identify themselves 
w ith Tolmie’s flaccid rump.” 

The book is remarkably free of 
errors in fact, and this is a treat in 
Canadian publishing, which^^oesn’t 
edit and check all it migljt. 

Rodin refers to Anthony Mus- 
grave, the last colonial governor of 
British Columbia as general. Was 
Musgrave ever in the army? Per¬ 
haps he was. Perhaps Rodin has dis¬ 
covered a not-before-known fact of 
Musgrave’s life. 

Henry Broughton Thomson comes 
out in the book as J. H. Thompson. 
(HBT Was MLA and chair/nan of 
the Liquor Control Board.) 

* J. 


Rodin calls William Dick, a cabi¬ 
net minister in the Tolmie regime 
’the people’s Dick.’ 

‘The people’s Dick’ in our politi¬ 
cal history is Diclf McBride. 

‘I’m glad I have this book. It’s a 
museum-piece in itself, almost mid- 
Victorian in its approach. 

Anyone studying our political his¬ 
tory should read it. 

I would give to such a one this 
w-arning: Don’t take Rodin’s opin¬ 
ions as gospel truth. Don’t parrot 
him. 

frse the book to whet your appe¬ 
tite, to encourage your curiosity, 
then do your own research and 
make up your own minds. 

This book covers the years be¬ 
tween 1871, when British Columbia 
became a province of Canada, and 
1933, when the Pattullo Liberals took 
over. 

Rodin plans a second volume, 
from 1933 to the present. 

The Rush for Spoils is well notat¬ 
ed and indexed, in a professional 
way, and is livened by several first 
class newspaper cartoons of political 
events. 

All in all. it is a stimulating con¬ 
troversial, sometimes irritating, 
sometimes comic where it|is not in¬ 
tended to be comic. 

It is by no means the dead loss 
s >me people have made it out to be. 


The Real Canada

Perhaps due to the 
stereotyped (and may I 
add, costly) style of mod¬ 
ern living, Canadians in 
recent years have been 
taking increasing interest 
in what has been loosely 
described as "the good 
old days."

Pioneer pictures and prints, old 
furniture, ‘even old newspapers, 
form this consistent pattern. It ac¬ 
counts for the nostalgia evoked by 
an old Eaton’s catalogue. 

Publishers cashing in on the 
trend have produced a gratifying list 
of reprints of Canadian classics, in¬ 
cluding the ever delightful Sam Slick. 
Last copy I handled w-as a 62nd edi¬ 
tion, a record for literary longevity 
probably surpassing anything in 
' North America. 

Though Sam’s saying are as topi¬ 
cal today as they were 136 years 
ag?o. few current readers are aware 
that his Nova Scotian author, Thom¬ 
as Chandler Haliburton, Innovated 
the new world s dialect humor. Mat¬ 
ter of fact it prompted the idiom of 
David Ross Locke (Petroleum V. 
Iitgsby), whose hayseed quips were 
Lincoln's solace in moments of 
gloom, and gave Mark Twain his 
handhold on fame. 

But this is digression from re¬ 
prints, Canadian that is, vot which 
the latter day list includes the 
diaries of Susannah Moody, Mrs. 
Simcoe and closer to the B.C. scene. 
Milton and Cheadle, whose eye 
witness account of B.C.’s 1860 gold 
rush tells it as it was.

. come addition in the shape of John 
Walbran’s 64-year-old classic B.C. 
('oast Names, giving the whys and 
wherefores of every shoreline name 
from H we Sound to Port Essington. 

Now, on top of that, comes In the 
Days of the Canada Company, writ¬ 
ten back in 1896 by Robina and 
Kathleen Lizars whose roots, by the 
way, went back to the Canada Com¬ 
pany. Which was another of those 
famous British chartered companys, 
starting with the London Company 
that put the first settlers in New 
England (by way of Plymouth 
Rock) followed 60-odd years later by 
the Hudson's Bay Company. 

Probably, due to its Caledonian 
management, ft survived them all. 

Came in turn the East India 
Company, various African compa¬ 
nies, and just over half a- century 
after Wolfe started this business of 
bilingualism, the Canada Company. 
Dreamed up by Scottish novelist 
John Galt whose son, in turn, helped 
promote Canadian Confederation 
and lived to discover coal in Alberta 
and found the town of Drumheller. 
However, back in 1827 John, senior, 
founded Guelph, Ontario, which in 
its early days outranked Toronto in 
importance. 

Briefly, the Canada Company 
was dedicated to settling British em¬ 
igrants on 1,100,000 acres styled the 
Huron tract, today the southwestern 
tip of Ontario. 

The story the Lizars sister unfold 
is an absorbing account of how most 
of Ontario’s first families carved out 
an existence from the bush and 
formed a society three parts British, 
one part American which, in the 
long run, proved to be something 
called Canadian. 

Foi* anyone with a keen sense of 
what Canada rpally means, this 
should be a goqd addition to your 
library.

GUIDE TO FALL ANGLING 

SUCCESS 

Cool weather brings better fish¬ 
ing, but — as always — the best 
success goes to those who know 
where to fish and what lures to use. 

To he$> you select the best fishing 
areas, and the roost likely lures and 
baits, Red Fisher has prepared the 
following tips. 

For largeroouth bass fish the the 
shorelines lily pads and moss beds, 
etc. Fly rods with popping bugs, 
light action spinning rods with sur¬ 
face lures, and live bait (minnows 
and frogs ( fished shallow beneath a 
bobber are good bets. 

If you’re a musky fan, try big 
minnows and frogs, shallow running 
plugs that dart to and fro, and 
backfall flies on stiff tackle. These 
will often produce around the edges 
of weed and Bly beds. 

Walleye like to run in large 
schools in water with a rock or sand 
bottom. Trolling medium-running 
plugs and spoons will produce hits, 
as will minnows fished along under¬ 
water bars or around rocks and 
ledges. 

Crappie take readily to live min¬ 
nows, small spinners, and bright- 
colored jigs fished near flooded 
trees and underwater brush. Some 
good fishing occurs at night, be¬ 
neath the light of a dock. 

Flies and popping bugs fished 
along the shore will tempt scrappy 
sunfish out of their daytime resting 
places. Best poppers are those which 
have rubber legs. Move the ltire 
rapidly, stopping for a few seconds 
between pops. 

To get those hard tackle fearing 
strikes out of northern pike, work 
spoons, plugs and minnows near the 
mouths of small streams feeding 
into a lake, R^jil hotspots are where 
dense weed beds grow near feeder 
streams. Trolling alongside these 
often produces big fish. 

Whatever your favorite fishing,

NEWFOUNDLAND MOOSE 

According to S. Frank Manuel, chief biolo¬ 
gist at the Newfoundland Wildlife Service, moose 
peculation in the province can be traced back 
to introductions of six animals. A bull and a 
cow were released in 1878, and two feuBs and two 
cows were later released, in 1904. 

Until 1930 the animals spread rapidly and 
were widely dispersed. In the next 30 years 
there was a build-up to high densities. From the 
mid 1960s on there has been a slow decline in the 
numbers at moose, resulting from changing habi¬ 
tat conditions and an increasing harvest by 
hunters. 

FTOm an Initial 33 licenses issued in 1936 with 
eight moose being taken, licence sales have in¬ 
creased to more than 25,000 in 1971. The legal 
harvest was in excess of 10,000 moose last year. 
This must be the highest hunter success ratio 
tor moose hunting anywhere. 

Mr. Manuel makes the point, strongly, that 
the time has come to "put an the brakes,” and 
that more intensive management is needed to en¬ 
sure the future on the Newfoundland moose herd. 


HUNTING H SAFES 
THAN WORKING 

An article In the Ontario Fish and 
Wildlife Review presents Ontario’s 
experience with Hunter Safety Train¬ 
ing. and cites statistics to illustrate 
the impressive decline in the bunt¬ 
ing accident rate since hunter edu¬ 
cation was started in 1957. 

The Ontario Workmen's Compen¬ 
sation Board reported lost time acci¬ 
dents on the job in 1969 occurred one 
per 4,456 man-days of work, or at a 
frequency rate of 22.3. Correspond¬ 
ing figures for hunting were one ac¬ 
cident per 80,303 man-days, fre¬ 
quency rate 1.2. Incidentally, the 
Ontario statisticians calculated 4,- 
4,898,500 man-days were spent hunt¬ 
ing in the year, g 


from as far as Iran. There are noar 
around 11,000 flamingo in this unfor¬ 
tunately impermanent revival at a 
wildlife habitat 

Audubon clocked swallows hi mi¬ 
gration at 23k miles a minute and 
pigeons at two. Whatever their 
speed, birds migrating between the 
United States and Japan wifi now be 
protected, according to a recent 
treaty signed by those two countries. 
The trumpeter swan is off the 
danger list and the ivory-bOed 
woodpecker we thought extinct still 
exists, though warily and precari¬ 
ously. The wings which were almost 
lost in the fogged night of our stu¬ 
pidity may yet beat home. 

Yet still when we speak of wild¬ 
life anywhere these days, our speech 
is dark with "not” and ’ but" and 
that final word, that ending tor all 
time: “extinct.” I think it is the 
crudest word in our language, with 
expropriation next. 

Large — for this time of the 
world — flocks of surf scoters, west¬ 
ern grebes, American golden-eyes 
and common loosis are enjoying this 
summerlike October day in front of 
Channel Rock. In the brushy places 
small birds are gathering for their 
annual trip to southern countries, 
borders unheeded and dual citizen¬ 
ship taken for granted. I watch 
them aH with both joy and sorrow, 
knowing the terrible tolf of life that 
migration takes. “And nines, and 
without his nest, shall the eagle Qy 
across the sixi.” Happily for us aB, 
the eagles here will share the winter 
with me once again. 


SKY BUSTING 

“Sky busting,” or shooting at 
birds beyond the effective range at 
a shotgun, is one of die gravest sins 
a waterfowl hunter can commit. The 
inevitable result of such shooting is 
an increase in the number of birds 
that will be crippled and not re¬ 
covered — a shameless waste for 
everyone 

As a general rule, you should 
limit your shots to birds within 40 
yards. One of the best ways to de¬ 
termine whether or not a bird is 
within range is whether or not you 
can see the color of its feathers 
clearly. The green head of a drake 
mallard may stand out at slightly 
longer ranges as may similarly dis¬ 
tinctive features on other binds; so 
hold your fire until you can clearly 
distinguish such markings. 


FOB BETTER SHOOTING 

Successful big game hunting has been called 
a combination of good luck, and skill 

There doesn't seem to be much that a hunter 
can do to improve his luck, but skill can be 
readily polished up. The all-important ability to 
put a bullet exactly where it’s needed to surely 
anchor a trophy will be ensured by some easily 
obtained pre-season practice. It may not be such 
a simple thing to do a lot of shooting with a 
high power hunting rifle, but the 22 rifle pro¬ 
vides an opportunity for quiet, inexpensive, shoot¬ 
ing. Besides being good practice, target shoot¬ 
ing can be a lot of fun. 

C1L ammunition dealers can supply plinker 
targets that are ideal for short distance, informal 
ranges. A few sessions with some of these tar¬ 
gets. your 22 rifle, and some Imperial cartridges 
will give your skill that little bit of polish needed 
for the time one shot has to count. 


HUNTERS PAY FOB

How do you measure the actual 
value of our wildlife resources? Is 
it by dollars and cents, by man¬ 
hours of recreation, by value of food 
obtained, by some scale of intangible 
benefits? 

Whatever method we choose, one 
point is readily apparent Their prin¬ 
cipal contributions towards conser¬ 
vation (meaning wise use) of wild¬ 
life have ben made by hunters, or on 
behalf of hunting.

was determined that everything 
should be of the best, and so it was. 

Betty and Orry had met before 
the war, but were not married until 
later. In the meantime her younger 
sister quarried Orry’s brother and 
they now live in Vancouver, B.C., 
where they are proprietors of the 
Cockney King Fish and Chips. Orry 
wa§ in the services for six years and 
then he and Betty married in a Lon¬ 
don registry office in 1945. He is a 
plasterer by trade., and has been 
since he was 14. 

Betty never stopped selling flow¬ 
ers and her son, Christopher, she 
laughs, was very nearly bom in Co¬ 
vent Garden and three weeks after 
he was bom she was back there 
with him. 

Orry says it was the most amus¬ 
ing sight he ever saw. All the 
weather-beaten old fellows, rough 
handed, many of theni sporting cau¬ 
liflower ears, being ex-boxers, 
crowding round to see Betty’s 
“biby” and making foolish noises! 
They had, after all, known and loved 
Betty since she was six years old. 

Many of her London memories 
are, naturally, centred around Co¬ 
vent Garden, which was built on the 
site of a convent garden belonging 
to Westminster Abbey and laid out 
by Inigo Jones in the year 1632. 
Much of it, says Betty, is un¬ 
derground, and here are stored flow¬ 
ers, greenery and moss for funeral 
wreaths, and Christmas trees. She 
remembers a terrible fire un¬ 
derground after the war. which 
burned for 12 days. 

For the Coronation the whole of 


Covent Garden was covered with 
flowers and bouquets and pictures of 
the Royal Family were done in flow¬ 
ers. The gateway was a curtain 10 
feet high of gladiolus blooms. One 
day, she says, she bought very few 
flowers. Ray Milland was making a 
film that day at the garden and she 
watched him for hours, completely 
entranced. 

In the early days she was lucky 
if she made a pound a day and it 
was not until after the war that she 
made a decent wage. Then she 
learned to make bouquets and funer¬ 
al wreaths and this she did at home. 
She kept her flowers in the cool of 
the air raid shelter in her back 
yard. 

The Evans went home to Eng- 
lant 14 years ago for a visit and 
thSfr-jtayed four years, and Betty 
w?B^kraight back to selling flow¬ 
ers. 

What did she wear? Just $e 
same old clothes she had always 
worn. “It would have been out of 
character to dress up,” she say's, 
and anyway the heavy basket was 
extremely hard on clothes. Her hus¬ 
band laughingly says if any of the 
family saw her coming they would 
cross the street to avoid her! When 
she finally left London there was 
only one woman flower seller left 
and she would have been at least 70 
years old then. They would go to 
market together and Betty gave her 
her basket when she left. 

Coming to Canada, leaving the 
life she had known for so long, was a 


wrench. One day she was selling 
flowers, next week she was on 'a 
ship bound for Canada. “I’ve never 
really forgiven Orry,” she says, but 
this of course is in fun. 

They have prospered in British 
Colombia. They have travelled and 
intend to do more of it. In England 
they had owned a caravan which 
they kept on the River Lea and so 
last January they had a Commer 
Highwayman motor home shipped 
out from home and in March they 
drove to Arizona and were away for 
some months. They are very proud 
of their Highwayman and intend to 
see a lot of Canada, travelling in 
this way. 

Recently a friend gave Betty a 
linen tea towel which she greatly 
treasures. On it are depicted the 
most famous of- the London charac¬ 
ters. the Bobby, — policeman to us 
— the fish porter, the Beefeater, the 
pearly King and Queen, the Buck¬ 
ingham Palace guard, and the flow¬ 
er seller. She says its the first time 
she has seen the flower seller re¬ 
membered in this w'ay “and its 
about time, too!” 

Betty Evans is a surprising 
woman and a very attractive one 
and not exactly what one expects to 
see when they are told she is the 
last flower seller in the world. She is 
slim, youthful and beautifully 
dressed and wears intriguing heavy 
silver earrings which set off her 
pretty face. She doesn't in the least 
mind being teased about her Cock¬ 
ney accent. She believes if it had not 


been for the London Cockney’s won¬ 
derful sense of humor and then- 
courage London could never have 
survived the terrible years of the 
war. Orry’s and Betty’s son, Chris¬ 
topher, lives with them at pres ent 
and he too is a plasterer toy trade. 

The Evans have a small flower 
garden in front of their mobile 
home. Betty could not do without 
her flowers. She loves them, and 
says Orry, they love her. She sang 
for us the age-old cry of the London 
flower sellers: Lavendexv won’t you 
buy my sweet smelling lavender. 
Sixteen branches for a penny. Buy it 
once, you’ll buy ft twice. It’D make 
your clothes smell very nice, so 
won’t you buy my sweet smelling 
lavender?”

FALL IN ASPEN COUNTRY 


v There seems to be a common 
saying among interior residents 
„ that crops up every October when 
the leaves of the deciduous trees 
ripeni: "I've never seen the fall 
colors so brilliant as this year," 

“I have heard this statement from many peo¬ 
ple, all grown-ups in the SO, 70 and 80-year age 
brackets — the kind of people who describe them¬ 
selves as “middle-aged/’ 

* Perhaps they have short memories, or could 
it be that bright colors register with greater im¬ 
pact as we grow' older? 

It is true old people crave the sun and grow 
pessimistic when it does not shine, while high- 
spirited youth with its mind on something else ig¬ 
nores the weather. The yellow leaves of autumn 
where they ftre predominant, give the effect of 
reflected sunlight on cloudy days, so we oldsters 
can ramble through a golden landscape, basking 
in the mellow light, even though the sky above is 

grey. > 

Next fall the colors will seem brighter still. 

' i I think the aspen country show's this mellow 
light, this mock sunlight, best of ail, for these 
trees have a habit of growing in clumps and 
copses, or bluffs as they say on the Prairie, and 
the massed effect of these islands of yellow' 
foliage seems almost too brilliant for a natural 
scene. 

The observer wishes this golden period would 
last for weeks or months, but actually this would 
be too much. It is well that autumn is the shortest 
of all the seasons: we are never given time to 
tire of the too bright colors. 

The hawthorns are crijnson for a few days 
only; aspens reach their peak of pure yellow 
«nd the leaves begin to fall. But with the latter 
the season of brightness is extended, for all 
copses do not mature at the same time. It is - 
usual in an aspen-dotted landscape to see the 
coloring advanced in some groups while other 
copses remain green. In another week the latter 
will be golden while the former stand just bare 
wfoite poles in a brown carpet of leaves. 

This peculiarity of the aspen is observed :n 
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the spring, as well, being; particularly noticeable 
utien the first tender green leaves appear on 
some groups while neighboring trees still stand 
stark in winter’s nakedness • as if that season had 
proved too much for them. 

Occasionally a clump of aspen fails to yield 
its seasonal gold: the leaves turn brown instead. I 
believe tkis must be due to local and unfavorable 
weather'conditions, but it ii very disconcerting 
when one has been waiting for a particular clump 
which is essential to the composition of a fall pho¬ 
tograph and the color fails to materialize. I had 
planned such a photograph in the Fraser Canyon 
near Lillooet where one isolated clump of aspen 
beside the PGE track (British Columbia Rail¬ 
way) was the mail* feature of a proposed color 
shot showing a background of mountains. 

My intention w-as to photograph the Dayliner. 
the PGE passenger unit, passing this clump in its 
brightest autumn yellow, and with this in mind I 
journeyed to the spot w'hen I judged the aspens 
would be at their golden best I wasn’t worried •

about the Dayliner: waiting a couple of hours to 
see a train in the canyon doesn’t bother me at; all. 
But my picture* didn’t happen. This aspen clump 
had betrayed me. The leaves hadn’t turned nor¬ 
mally but were shrivelled and brown. 

The canyon isn’t the best place for aspens. 
The climate there is arid, congenial chiefly to 
sagebxush and prickly pear; and what few leaf 
trees grow there occupy, occasional hollows wheife 
a little moisture accumulates, and straggle ip 
thin lines up the deeper gullies. But these widely 
spaced trees are not to be despised, for autumn 
gives them a prominence that summer never 
could achieve. The yellow spots and patches 
stand out like burning signal fires in the drab des¬ 
olation of naked rock and gullied hills. The eye is 
delighted, not bverwhelmed with these bright 
dabs of color. 

To me the real aspen country is the range 
country recogn#?d by incoming ranchers and oc¬ 
cupied by them since earliest times, that is in the 
1860s, when gold discoveries lured people into the 
interior of the province. 

Too dry for farming, these rolling grassy 
ranges provide ideal grazing for cattle and to this 
day have preserved their characterstic quality of 

. . ‘ / 


unlimited space and wilderness. They extend 
through the Nicola country- and the grassy hills of 
Douglas Lake, into the valley of the Thompson 
Riyer and its north and south branches, and 
cover certain areas of the Cariboo Plateau. 

Typical of this grass and aspen country are 
the benches on the north side of the South Thomp¬ 
son River, an area known locally as^emberton 
Range; home to the nesting curfews in spring—a 
sure sign that “progress’’ has not touched the ter¬ 
rain—but not attractive to the rattlesnakes who 
prefer the river flats. 

To this elevated region I was enticed one per¬ 
fect October da>' to observe and enjoy the annual 
display of the aspens, for I had spied them from 
afar and knew they would be near their best 
• In conjunction with belts and islands of 
aspens other objects helped to make this land¬ 
scape as picturesque as anyone could expect to 
see in this part of the province. There were old 
ran efts teads with log buildings and rail fences, 
primitive log cabins, corrals in sheltered hol¬ 
lows, and deserted buildings indicating an opti¬ 
mism among early settlers w’hich now appears 
to have been unjustified. 

So much of the interior range country shows 
these rather sad relics of early activity when 
settlers, hired by the moist earth of spring and 
luxuriant wild flowers, tried to establish farms on 
what is essentially grazing land. The dry sum¬ 
mers parch the land, the grass ripens, the flowers 
wither, turn dtisp and vanish—no cultivated crop 
will survive unless some means of irrigation is 
found. The ranchers inherited the smaller home¬ 
steads, and cattle graze the open benches now 
when spring tints the terrain with the pale green 
of bunch grass. 

But in the fall when the aspens turn yellow 
the sunburnt fends cape is clothed in the soberest 
of hues, sere, drab and subdued, over which the 
sky flaunts a canopy of shocking blue. An artist 
would paint it grey, leaving the autumn trees to 
supply the color in his picture, but the pho¬ 
tographer is saddled with too much color, too 
much contrast, frequently a factor in mid-day 
scenes. It can be solved by waiting for the long 
low light of afternoon subdued by haze. Then the 
sky pales, the landscape mellows, the dry, burnt- 
out foreground tints grow warm. 

It is as if some of the color of the too bright 
aspens has been diffused into the landscape. 

Just before sunset on Pemberton Range this 
evening harmony quenches the flaming trees. 
Their afterglow' continues though, making 
brighter patches in the darkling scene until the 
first faint star appears.

Fox called the museum's 
collection of 149 wagons “pri¬ 
celess pieces of Americana." 

it seems appropriate that 
such a collection is housed in 
Wisconsin, a state where 
more than 100 circuses origin¬ 
ated. Fax noted that the Rin- 
gling Brothers began their 
circus in their hometown, 
Baraboo, in 1884, and eventu¬ 
ally developed the largest 
American circus. Some of the 
wagons were made in this 
town.

TATRANSKA LOMNICA — 
Next to Prague, the national 
capital, the Vysoke Tatry, or 
High Tatra*, are the big 
.tourist attraction of Czechos¬ 
lovakia. Tens of thousands of 
holldayers are attracted to 
the region, winter and sum¬ 
mer, every year. 

- The mountains are part of 
the Carpathian chain and the 
highest peak, Gerlachovsky 
stit, rises 8,708 feet above sea 
level. 


Not all mountain-loving Cze¬ 
choslovaks and visitors head 
for the High Tatras. Many 
prefer the gentler scenery of 
the Low Tatra range, the 
highest peak of which is Dum- 
bier, 6,707 feet above sea 
level. Liptovsky Mlkulas on 
the Vah is the gateway to the 
Low Tatras. It was there in 
the year 1713 that the legen¬ 
dary Robin Hood of the Slo¬ 
vak mountains, Juraj Janoslk, 
was executed before the 
townspeople. Among the 
town's most outstanding 
sights if one of the oldest 
churches of Slovakia, a struc¬ 
ture built in the 13th century. 

Economically, Northern Slo¬ 
vakia, of which the Tatras 
form a part, used to be one of 
Czechoslovakia's neediest sec¬ 
tions whose inhabitants were 
scarcely able to scratch but a 
living. Since the war the area 
has been fumed into an indus¬ 


trial region—cellulose, wood 
processing, and , engineering 
— and a chain of river dams 
has turned the energy of the- 
Vah river into electric power. 
But care has been taken to' 
preserve the magnificent nat¬ 
ural beauty of the region and 
you may roam the'Tatras tor 
hours on end admiring the un-, 
spoilt scenery and some rare 
flora and fauna.

North Cowichan Drafts Regional Water Plan 


On Tap for Future 


Sun sets on busy summer

NORTH COWICHAN — A 
large scale municipal water 
supply system is ready for 
development as soon as a 
need shouldarise. 

The key to that system 
would be the Chemainus 
River. Last June Aid. Dannie 
Hogan urged council to take 
steps towards a Chemainus 
River water system to be pre¬ 
pared for immediate action if 
a new federal government 
program should become avail¬ 
able. Hogan at that time 
noted that, in the past, sever¬ 
al of those programs could 
not be utilized by North Cow¬ 
ichan because of lack of a 
well prepared scheme. 

This time it will be different 
because now the municipality 
has a plan for a large scale 
Chemainus River municipal 


water system which will en¬ 
able the council to call for 
tender immediately. More ac¬ 
curately called a pre-design 
study, was done by Associated 
Engineering Service Ltd., a 
firm with offices in many Ca¬ 
nadian cities. The pre-design 
study, costing 512.000 was 
prompted by Hogan's earlier 
suggestion “to be prepared.” 

The study is based on a 
Chemainus-River water sys¬ 
tem rc|)ort which w'as done hy 
former North Cowichan mu¬ 
nicipal engineer John Sansom 
two years ago. The new study 
has detailed specifications for 
a major water supply which 
could supply water to the 
North Cowichan Municipality 
and jiossibly to other areas of 
the Cowichan Valley Regional 
District. 

The engineering firm 
agreed with Sansom that the’ 
Chemainus River would be a 


good source for domestic 
water. Tbe pre-design study 
envisages the construction of 
the intake structure, trans¬ 
mission lines, balancing res¬ 
ervoir and an initial storage 
dam. It would cost more than 
.52.000,000. According to k the 
study this system could serve 
the entire municipality until 
the year 2000 by which time 
the population in North Cow¬ 
ichan Would have increased 
from its present 12,000 to 
50.000 |>eoplr. 

The study also suggested 
that although the water sys¬ 
tem was initially planned for 
the municipality it quite con- 
reiveably couln’bccome a re¬ 
gional district facility. The re¬ 


gional district population now 
stands at 35,000 and it is ex¬ 
pected that it will jump to 
104.000 people at the begin¬ 
ning of the next century. 

Veteran Aid. Donald Mor¬ 
ton. win) is a former long time 
reeve of North Cowichan, said 
Saturday “the Chemainus 
River as a water source has 
been suggested for the past 15 
years. The Chemainus River 
has hern considered by pre¬ 
vious councils, hut the popula¬ 
tion growth and this year’s 
sharp increase in building ac¬ 
tivity ’convinced council that 
the need for water is such 
that the plan for the Che¬ 
mainus River development 
was brought closer by several 
years."

In a prepared statement, 
the board says it has decided 
to “pash ahead" with the 
early planning for the project, 
despite the fact that a suit¬ 
able site has not yet been se¬ 
lected. 

_ The project was first rec¬ 
ommended in 1971 "with the 
publication of the Patterns 
For Living survey which had 
been conducted throughout 
the region. * 

In the months that followed, 
the regional district board in¬ 
vited public participation in 
..the planning and preliminary 


financing of the complex 
through nine of Nanaimo's- 
service clubs. 

The response from the ser¬ 
vice- clubs av is tremendous, 
“director Ray Brookbank 
said. “For the first time in 
history, all nine decided to en¬ 
dorse a single project and to 
work together to bring it into 
being." 

It was from Ibis decisi n 
that the clubs formed the 
•joint service clubs council 
with the sole purpose of work* 
ing toward the .establishment 
of a region : l re» rent ion facili¬ 
ty. + 

The complex would von si si- 
of an indoor swimming pool, 
an ice surface and a perform¬ 
ing arts centre. 

Brookbank said he 'told the 
board that it was because of 


the united effort or the service 
clubs and^ their donations in 
time and money that every ef¬ 
fort should*be made to push 
the project ahead. 

"It is imperative that a de¬ 
gree of urgency be introduced 
to planning for the project, to 
be located somewhere north 
of Nanaimo,” he said. % 

The first task will be the 
selection of an architect, c 
Next Wednesday, the joint 
service clubs will meet with 
the icg»ay.'il board to trim a 
list of 17 architects to n 
shorter list of. perhaps five or 
six. Those named "n the short 
list will be asked t.o appear 
before the joint committee to 
forward their views on the 
early planning for the project. 

"What we need right now is 
some idea of the acerage re¬ 


quired in house such an ambi¬ 
tious project. That will be the 
first assignment for the achi- 
tect selected,” Brookbank 
said. 

“We have to come up with 
some specific land and proj¬ 
ect cost figures before we 
can hope to persuade people 
tp back the complex when a 
referendum is held,” he added. 

Regional district board 
members said that ^discus¬ 
sions between them and the 
city of Nanaimo should soon 
provide the answer to the site 
problem. 

‘‘Once agreement is 
Reached, it is the intentu*n of 
the board to hold a referen¬ 
dum-vote «s soon as possible,” 
the statement continued. 

Frank Crane, chairman of 
the joint service clubs com¬ 
mittee, welcomed what he 


called the “positive attiiude” 
of the regional board in derid¬ 
ing to proceed with prelimi¬ 
nary work while the site prob¬ 
lems are being solved. 

“We have gone about as far 
as we cah go.

Two marine scientists lrom 
Victoria will give papers this 
week at the second Interna¬ 
tional Ocean Development 
conference in Tokyo. 

They arc Dr. Sus Tabata f 
the federul environment de¬ 
partment's ocean physics sec¬ 
tion and regional hydro- 
grapher Michael Bolton, both 
of whom are honorary 
members of the conference 
committee. 

Also attending the confer¬ 
ence are Dr. C. S. Wong,'head 
of the marine science direc¬ 
torate's ocean chemistry divi¬ 
sion and two colleagues. Dr. 
W. .1. Cretney and Dr. A. B. 
Comford. 

A meeting of the World Me¬ 
teorological Organization is 
being held concurrently in 
Tokyo. One of the Canadian 
representatives is Dr. John 
Garrett of Victoria, an ocean 
physici st wh y is head of the 
offshore oceanography sec¬ 
tion. 


The return journey from 
Tokyo is likely to be as scien¬ 
tifically interesting as the 
conferences. 

The CSS Pari/eau. which is 
stationed fh Victoria, is in 
Tokyo for the duration of the 
meetings and will be the site 
of "open-houses” and recep¬ 
tions arranged by the Canadi¬ 
an government.
